And so here we have the stock company. 
Mason for the comedy, Clay for the leading 
heavy, Burton for the juvenile, Hoar for 
the old father part and Hanna for the rich 
uncle. It is when.these gentlemen come 
along together that the Senate takes on the 
appearance of a stage, with the reading 
clerks playing the parts of the orchestra, 
the pages figuring as the supernumeraries, 
the presiding officer as the prompter and 
the galleries as the audience. 

Also, there is the wake effect. A bowed, 
slow-moving, stern old man enters from 
the Democratic side. He walks with diffi- 
culty: A cane aids him in the effort. His 
eyes are on the figures in the carpet. He 
does not see the little pages who open the 
door for him, or if he does see them, he 
makes nc sign. His hair is whitened by 
the powders of many winters. He casts off 
his great, flapping army coat, as if the 
wéetgnt of it were -more than he could bear. 
He rinks wearily into a chair and speaks 
with no one. He looks just Uke a man 
whose race is run and who knows it is run. 
“Senator Bate,”’ says someone, softly. 

Another figure, shrunken, pallid, almost 
ghost-like in its frailty, appears. Here, too, 
is the cane of old age and general break- 
up. Only the cane is not sufficient, of iself, 
to support its owner. An attendant is by 
the side of the man, guiding his teps, sup- 
porting his frail weight. Senator Vest 
drops into a rear chair, because it is nearer 
the cloakroom door, and he is saving of his 
steps. And there he sits, a crouched-up 
bundle of burned-cut brilliance. 

On the other side of the chamber, an- 
other cane-supported Senator is hobbling in. 
His steps are very short, and his headway 
is inconsiderable. You have been in a fleld 
where a horse has been secured with hop- 
ples. You know the appearance of the chain 
which attaches to his forelegs. No matter 
how active that horse may be, he can move 
only the shortest distance—the length the 
chain will extend. The hcpples of debility 
have been fastened upon the legs of Sen- 
ator Platt of New York and his move- 
ments are as slow as those of a padlocked 
horse, 

Yes, this is the wake. And a little fur- 
ther on, we have the continuation of the 
lilusion. The blind chaplain is raising his 
sightiess eyes. The Senate is stilled. Its 
members are standing, grave, motionless, 
impressive. The chatter of the curious 
crowd in the galleries ceases. The minister 
begins with “Oh, God, Giver of All Good 
Things,” and ends “through Jesus Christ, 
Our Lord, Amen.”

Wednesday morning a citizens’ commit- 
tee of 75 active members took Claude Huck- 
leberry from “Night Watch" Porter, who 
was conducting him to Justice of the Peace 
Taylor's residence, and cut him 7 times 
with biacksnake whips. 

His mother, Mrs. Bettie rape eneewnnag f 
who the citizens were especially anxious to 
punish, invited her fate, by attempting to 
rescue her son. 

She was struck In the mouth and knocked 
down, rolled across the snowy road and 


; then lifted up so that three men with buggy 


whips could. work effectually.. When sae 
was release@ her side and back were cov- 
ered with welts. 

Across the road, perhaps 20 feet away, 
men were lashing her son. 

Only once did the woman scream. Bear- 
ing her hurts like a stoic, she saw men 
attempt to strip her son of his shirt so 
that they might reach his bare back. 

“T'll kill! you, I'll kill you if you dare,”’ 
she cried, with eyes only for her boy, sur- 
rounded in a swirl of angry men.

Claude Huckleberry was whipped be- 
cause he ill-treated his young wife, whom 
he married just two months ago. 

Mrs. Bettie Huckleberry was whipped be- 
cause the citizens of Odessa believed that 
she was responsible for her son's conduct. 

Back of aii this are stories of improprie- 
ties committed in the photograph gallery 
managed by Claude Hackieberry and a tale 
that the child-wife tells of a veil lifted, 
that bared the depths of her husband's 
character to her awakened eyes.

SIOUX CITY, Io., Jan. 4.—“Bob"’ Knecbs 
is dead. He died last Wednesday. The 
man who dared slap the face of a German 
prince, who made his home in a German 
prison for 18 months, the center of inter- 
national attention, while sportsmen of two 
continents struggled ceaselessly for his re- 
lapse; the turfman who outdrove every 
horse ir Europe and finally spent his whole 
fortune in being freed from a charg» pre- 
ferred by the aristocrats whose horses 
could not win, has succumbed to an enemy 
for the first time. He was 65 years old. 

Kneebs was just a plain Nebraska farm- 
er. but he knew horsefiesh and horse bore, 
and he could drive his racers like the very 
devil. He lived on a ranch near Wakefield, 
Neb., until the past few years. There he 
bred and raised the horses that made the 
“Nebraska farmer’ famous on both sides 
of the Atlanttc. 

It meant nothing to Kneebs that he swept 
the boards ciean of their stakes at racing 
ineets, state fairs and professional park.. 
lle wanted to cross the water. It was the 
ambition of his life to show the Germans 
how to race horses. About ten years ago 
he resolved upon the expedition that ended 
in an international episode and cmbroliled 
two state departments with considerable 
bad blocd.

‘PECULIAR RELIGIOUS FESTIVAL 
IN NEW MEXIOO. 


ONLY ONE WOMAN TAKES PART 


Tt Is Held Only Once a Year and Is of 
a Most Unusual Kind—Described 
by an Eyewitness. 


DENVDPR.,. Colo., Jan. 2%.—‘‘It is a dance,” 
paid A. J. Ortiz, Mexican vice-consul, com- 
mencing after the manner of “My Uncle 
Toby,” “and a more remarkable one I never 


saw. 

Mr. Ortiz spent Christmas among the In- 
diane of the pueblo of San Juan, which is 
situated a few miles north of Espanola on 
the Rio Grande in New Mexico. Seventeen 
years ago Mr. Ortiz, whose hobby is the 
study of Indians and the tribal and personal 
characteristics, lived among the natives of 
San Juan for a period of six months. His 
reason for visiting them at Christmas is 
best explained in his own words, 

“Tt was the Christmas dance that drew 
me,” said he; “‘the dance of Los Matachinos, 
as they call it. I don't know what the 
word means. It is, I think, of Aztec origin 
and has some religious significance, for it 
was danced only on occasions of rare 


church festivals, but it came at last to be 
reco as a Christmas observance pure- 
ly 


“The pueblo of San Juan was so named 

the Spanish who invades that part of 
the country 300 years ago. They founded 
their first settlement on the bank of the 

o Grande, opposite the Indian town at 
that place now known as Chamita. The 

lans from the other side were exceed- 
inly courteous and friendly and the name 
‘Ban Juan de Los Caballeros’ was given to 
the village, which is to say, ‘San Juan of 
the gentlemen.’ 

“But I was going to tell you why I went 
down there. wanted to renew my ac- 
quaintance with the Indians, in the interest 
of some racial researches I am making, and 
I was also desirous of securing some pic- 
tures of the Pueblos in this truly unique 


dance. 

“Well, I unfortunately arrived an hour 
or eo after the conclusion of the great 
annual festival. The older chiefs recog- 
nized me at once as their old friend and 
made much of me, but when I expressed 
my disappointment that the celebration 
was over and told of my. hone to get pho- 
tographs of the dancers in their various 
evolutions, they grew silent and I think 
they were secretly glad that I had come 
late, for they wad a strong antipathy to 
being photographed.

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AUTHOR OF “SISTER CARRIE” 
FORMERLY WAS A ST. LOUISAN 
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Theodore Dreiser, a former 8t. Loulsan, 
who has newly gained fame as a novelist, 
was in the city last week on his way to 
Montgomery City, Mo., to visit the relatives 
of his wife, whom he married in that city. 

Mr. Dreiser was employed in newspaper 
work in St. Louls from 1891 to 184. He went 
East and engaged in magazine work, pub- 
lishing many short stories, 

It is his first novel, “Sister Carrie,’’ 
which has brought him into prominence, 
The British literary reviews, in particular, 


give it high praise, ranking it with ‘The 
Octopus,’ by Frank Norris, at the top of 
the list of novels for the last year. 

It is interesting to note that Frank Nor- 
ris, as senior reader for a publishing firm, 
first saw the merit of ‘Sister Carrie,’’ and 
recommended its acceptance. 

To the Post-Dispatch Mr. Dreiser told the 
history of his novel, which is extraordinary 


in some features. 

The novel was written in six months, 
from October,, 1899, to March, 1900. It was 
rejected by ohe publishing firm because it 
was not considered an all-around interest- 
ing story. 

He took the manuscript to Doubleday, 
Page & Co. April 1, 1900, where Frank Nor- 
ris, author of ‘““The Octopus,’ in his capa- 
city as senior reader, read it. He sent for 
Mr. Dreiser and congratulated him. 

Mr. Norris passed it on to Mr. Lenier, 
one of the members of the firm, who read 
it and thought it was a good story. He, 
in turn, handed it to Mr. Page, and that 
gentleman said he considered it the best 
book brought into the house that year. 

When r.. Doubleday, the senior part- 
ner, returned from Erape, he- heard so 
much ahout the manuscript that he took 
it home. Mrs. Doubleday read “Sister 
Carrie’’ and took a violent dislike to it. 
Mr. Doubleday read it and agreed with her. 
Before Mr. oubleday had come home a 
contract had been drawn up and signed by 
which the work was to be published tn the 
fall, and upon’this Mr. Dreiser stood. 

A friendly member of the firm sent a 
number of coples to newspapers and criti- 
cal journals. They attracted much atten- 
t 


on. 
The newspapers, in fact, hailed Mr. Drel- 


ger as the producer of a masterpiece of 
naturalism, and the critical journals ac- 
quiesced. ‘Sister Carrie’’ became famous. 

“A copy of the book,’ said Mr. Dreiser, 
‘was sent to Mr. William Heinemann, a 
London publisher. That gentleman read it 
and entered into a contract with me and 
brought out the novel tin England. It ap- 
peared in London in May, 199L."’ 

At this point Mr. Dreiser's triumph real- 


ly began. There was a unanimous critical 
uprising in faver of “Sister Carrie."” The 
Spectator called it “a work of the utmost 
power, exact as life itself..." The Academy 
passed upon it as the first important novel 
out of America, 

The Atheneum, England's. leading criti- 
cal journal, us the phrase, ‘great, with 
all the greatness of the country which 

ave it birth,”’ and declared that it intro- 

uced a new method of telling a story. 

Other critical journals, such as the Time’. 
the Literary World, the Chronicle and the 
Mall, devoted space to analyzing and de- 
claring the power of this American nevel. 

This created a boom for the book in Eng- 
land, where it began to sell at once. 

The American firm of J. F. Taylor & Co..

TED ALONE AS A STATE. 


INDIAN TERRITORY NOT READY 


Her Unpreparedness Would Embarrass 
and Greatly Hamper Her Sis- 
ter Applicant. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—Delegate Fiynn 
was heard by the House committee on the 
question of admitting Oklahoma to state- 
hood. 

A large part of his remarks was devoted 
to statistics relative to the population, area, 
finances and natura] resources of the. ter- 
ritory, which have been presented to Con- 
gress in memorials. After discussing this 
phase of the statehood project, Mr. Flynn 
said: 

“My purpose is to advocate the measure 
I have introduced providing for the admis- 
sion of Oklahoma, exclusive of the Indian 
Territory. I do not represent the Indian 
Territory. I do represent the people of Ok- 
lahoma, and I am enaeavoring to protect 
their interests. I shall oppose in and out of 
season any proposition to admit the Indian 
Territory. It would not be fair to my peo- 
ple if they were compelled to bear the ex- 
penses of the Indian Territory in a govern- 
ment for both.’ 

Colonel E. E. Havens also addressed the 
committee In part as follows: . 

“The people of Oklahoma have reached 
that a where, as a matter of justice, 
they have a right to expect statehood. All 
of our officials are now selected for us, and 
we have practically no voice in-our govern- 
ment. We are constantly embarrassed by 
acts of Congrees, pass when ‘conditions 
were entirely diflerent from what they are 
now 


“Oklahoma, for eight years, ‘has ‘pos- 
sessed the qualifications to give her repre- 
sentation in the House. No other territory 
has had one-hai:f' of the wealth or popula- 
tion that we now have. 

“We are embarrassed by the conditions in 
the Indian territory. Comgress is largely 
responsible for these conditions, but. the 
white people who located there went into 
the territory with their eyes open. They 
knew there was practically no land upon 
which they had a right to set foot. They 
are not prepared for statehood. Let them 
go through the preparatory stages, through 
which Oklahcme has passed. ey are not 
yet strong erough, and we do not believe 
Congress will pass any measure that in- 
cludes the Indian territory with Oklahoma 
as a state. There are questions respecting 
citizenship in that territory, but Congress 
will solve those problems in time. Pending 
such a solution, Oklahoma should not be 
held at arms’ length and out of the Union. 
“All the expenses of a state government, 
if the Indian territory be admitted with 
Oklahoma, must be borne by Oklahoma, as 
the Indian lands cannot be taxed. own 
lots In towns as the lines of railroads 
would be practically the only land subjett 
to taxation.’’

BRITAIN MAY LOSE AFRICA 


LONDON TELEPHONE SCANDAL 
TAKES ON A NEW PHASE. 


Queen’s Rope of Pearls Broke as She 
Stepped Into State Carriige, Price- 
less Gems Rolled on Ground 
and Master of King’s 
Household Fell.

LONDON, Jan. 2.—The British govern-

ment is to have a free hand for its war 
policy at this session of Parliament, just as 
it had at the last. The prospect of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman leading 4 
united opposition on anti-jingo lines, has 
been shattered by the developments of the 
debate on the war amendment to the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the throne. 


That amendment, consolidated the center 
section of the Liberal party, but failed to 
concillate the moving spirits of Liberal- 
Imperialism, or the anti-war wings. So the 
governinent is left master of parilamentary 
Situation. Sir Henry Campbdbell-Bannerman 
can do nothing positive without being de- 
serted or attacked by one or the other ot 
the dissatisfied forces. 

The teeth of the opposition have been 
drawn already, and even its bark i8 
silenced. 

The wiinisterialists, except the few who 

have been in South Africa and appreciate 
the situation there, are for remorselessly 
erinding the Boers under the Brit'sh heel. 
Colonial Secretary Cyrfimberlain’s dip!omat- 
ic pretenses of magneenirTe to the Boers 
were received by his followers in_ sullen 
silence, while every reference to rigorous 
measures was cheered with an enthusiasm 
proportionate to its ruthlessness. - 
The vractical acquiescence of the civilized 
world in a continuation of this war of con- 
quest and extermination gives the British 
government unfettered liberty to pursue it 
and that opportunity 
is to be fully availed of. 


England May 
Lose Africa. 

When a man of international reputation 
like the Rt. Hon. James Brice predicts the 
“probable loss of South Africa to Britain,” 
it may be realized how seriously the carry- 
ing out of the British policy is regarded 
by responsible statesmen. Mr. Brice wager 


asked to participate in' a movement. to 
raise money here to endow a chair of his- 
tory in a South African college. He wrote 
in reply: 

‘It seems almost a mockery in the fright- 
ful state of things in South Africa, with 
martial law everywhere, all interest in edu- 
cation paralyzed, the people unable to 
move from place to place, an intensity of 
assion aroused which threatens bitterness 
or generations to come, and the probable 
loss of South Africa to Britain, to go on 
the platform with smooth generalties about 
history—a history which has not saved us 
from repeating the blunders of 1775—and the 
dulcet notes of peace, where there is no 
peace.”’ 

W. H. Lecky, M. P. the eminent histor- 
lan, whose only indication of his view on 
the war had been his expression of ap- 
proval of the Post-Dispatch’s arbitration 
petition, replied with thinly veiled irony 
to the same invitation: 

It shows no small courage to start 
such a scheme amid al! the present troubles 
of South Africa. I sincerely hope you may 
find support among the many rich men in 
London who have made their fortunes in 
South Africa.”’ 

But the scheme is belng proceeded with 
as a part of the elaborate pretense that 
settled conditions are now beginning & 
prevail in South Africa, though it is ad- 
mitted that even if the war should end to- 
morrow, the resuming of representative 
government in Cape Colony must be post- 
poned indefinitely, while the British power 
can only be preserved in the ‘‘annexed’”’ 
republics by a —- garrison of @ 
hundred thousand men. 


New Phase in : 
Telephone Scandal. 

The London telephone scandal has entered 
upon a new phase. The 70 local bodies gov- 
erning London unanimously agreed at a 
conference at the Guild Hall to denounce 
the new contract between the National 
Telephone Co. and the Postal Department 
as a betrayal of the public interest. The 


business world and the press are of the 
same mind. 

Lord Mayor Dimsdale, member of Parliia- 
ment for the City of London, was deputed 
by this conference to move an amendment 
to the address in reply to the speech from 
the throne in the House of Commons con- 
demning the contract, and demanding that 
it be cancelled. The 61 Tory members for 
London were pledged to join with the six 
Liberal members in supporting the amend- 
ment. The amendment thus proposed would 
have given the -ministry the alternative 
of abandoning the contract or being de- 
feated. 

But when Lord Mayor Dimsdale and the 
London Tories went to Westminster their 
public-spirited resolve quickly vanished un- 
der the pressure of the party leaders, and 
Dimsdale ran away from his amendment, 
which should have been moved Wednesday. 
Only when another member threatened to 
move it did the lord mayor promise to 
bring it forward next Monday, with the 
vital reservation that he will not challenge 
a division, no matter what answer the gov- 
ernment ves. 

Being thus secured against defeat and 
caring nothing for criticism and exposure, 
Austen Chamberlain has announced that 
the government will not modify the con- 
tract in any particular. 

Present appearances warrant this open 
defiance of a unanimous non-partisan pub- 
lic opinion in the interest of a monopolist 
company, whose service haa been the 
worst and the most expensive in Euro 
and whose charges, by the grace of the 
postal department, are increased 35 per 
cent without any guarantee of increased 
efficiency. 

Yet the cabinet ministers, ex-cabinet min- 
isters, com y directors and others wno 
have been concerned in this deal are “‘all 
honorable men.’ It is contrary to the 
genius of Engjish public life that corrup- 
tion or self-interest can enter into it.

NO GENERAL 


New Sovereigns to Be Issued Only as 
Needed, and It Will Be Years Be- 
fore Old Ones Are Gone.

LONDON, Jan. 25.—The Bank of Bragland 
has made the first issue a comparatively 
limited .one—of the new King Edward sov- 
erigns (gold pieces worth about $5 each in 

American money). 

The portrait of the King on the coins is 
in profile. Round the edge is the inscrip- 
tion, “‘Bdward VII, D. G. Britt. Omn Rex 

. D. Ind Imp.”’ , 

The teverse side is occupied by the fa- 
miliar and beautiful ure of St. George 
and the dragon, the only change being the 
date—1922. 

The last issue of gold coins of new pat- 
tern was in 1893, and the previous one in 
1887, when Queen Victoria celebrated her 
jubllee. 

Now, as on those occasions, a certain 
number of £2 and £5 gold pieces have been 
minted, and an issue of the new bronze 
coinage—pennies, at all events—is expected. 

Silver, it seems, is not required yet, the 
amount [fn circulation being ample. 

There will be no general withdrawal of 
the old coinage, the new coins will simply 
he issued as the demand for them afises. 
When sovereigns return to the Bank of 
England they are tested for weight and, if 
light, they go to be recoined. It is in such 
fashion that the King Edward sovereigns 
will gradually—it must be a process of 
years—take the place of Queen Victoria sov- 
ercigns.

Whether the Exposition Will Continue 
as Such Will Depend on the Idea 
of the Purchaser. 


Holders of first mortgage bonds on the 
property of the St. Louis Exposition and 
Music Hall Co. took formal possession of 
the holdings of the corporation yosteraRy 
afternoon at 3 p. m. 

A notice to all concerned, announcing the 
fact, was posted at that time in the cor- 
ridor of the Exposition building by Edwin 
O. Stannard, who is trustee for the bond- 
holders. 

The instrument itself contains no expla- 
nation of the reason for taking possession, 
the power to do which has rested with the 
holders of bonds for three years. 

Secretary Atkinson for the company made 
the following statement in connection with 
the affair: 

“I am not directly concerned in the mat- 
ter, but I understand that the posting of 
the notice of possession was due to the 
fact that several judgments against the 
company for trifling amounts had been 
granted in the justices courts and that three 
of the parties in whose favor these judg- 
ments were executed intended levying on 
the furniture of the company. 

“Holders of first mortgage bonds have a 
prior claim on all the Exposition property 
and took possession to prevent the execu- 
tin of the judgments. 

“The first mortgage bondholders have ad- 
vertised the Exposition for sale and were 
unwilling to have any prior action taken by 
persons who had only a secondary right 
in the matter. 


Judgments Will 

Be Settled. 

“The parties who secured judgments, I 
am informed by Mr. Frank Gaienne, presi- 
dent of the Exposition Co., will be settled 
with without the necessity of executing the 
judgment after the prior tlaims of the 
bondholders have been satisfied. 

“I do not know where the money to do 
this is coming from, but I presume the 
president knows what he is talking about.

A good many years before Kano Oshima 
was born, his grandfather, head of the an- 
cient house of Oshima, realized there would 
be no son to perpetuate the family name, 
and his sole heir was a daughter named 


Ren. 

Ren is the Japanese word for bird. Ac- 
cording to statistics, Ren Oshima was a 
bird in many respects. She was one of 
the fairest maids in Tokio—and tourists say 


that Tokio maids are passing fair. Ren 
Oshima had also many accomplishments— 
among others, the passive one of blue blood 
and generations of blue-blooded ancestors, 
and the more active one of wide estates and 
vast wealth.

Grandpa Oshima was not happy; neither 
was he hopeless. Whereupon Ren Oshima 


had a daughter. After that she had an- 
other daughter. When the third daughter 
was born the old man did not enthuse. 
There were those who held him justifiea. 
Japan is a strange country. It is full of 
customs and creeds andecastes and family 
pride in the mold that grows on ancient 
substances. In Japan it is much becter 
to have an ancestor who did something 
than to do it oneself. No ghost of great- 
ness ruse from the tombs of Ren Oshimas 
husband’s forefathers. 

Then came Kano, meaning “success,’’ The 
mother chose the name for the sake of 
future possibilities; the gradnfather for the 
sake of possibilities realized. He was pro- 
nounced “an -Oshima all over’’—petil, 
bright-eyed, aristocratic. As the infant 
grew to be a strong-limbed, intelligent boy 
the old man grew young again in his 
training. Together they studied and 
played, seeking specimens in wild flowers 
and birds, the old man teaching the boy 
the history and values of the rare treasures 
in his museum, which was the largest pri- 
vate collection in Japan. Some of the treas- 
ures of Chinese and Japanese arts long 
since dead, some of them of arts so delicate 
and rare the old man sighed that the world 
could not know them to the honor of Japan. 

When Kano was 10 years old his grand- 
father died. To him were left the town 
estate in Tokio, the country seat with its 
broad acres near Nikkio, the museum 
where every article he knew and loved, the 
vast wealth of the Oshimas and the cau- 
tion to uphold the honor of the house and 
provide and care for everyone whoh bore 
their name.

There are .30 separate quotations in this narrative. To show 
his system the detail of pages 79 and 81 may be mentioned, This 
is the story of the crucifixion and death: 

It begins with the 27th, 29th and 3lst verses of the 27th chapter 
of Mark. Then he quotes from the third to the eighth verse of 
the same chapter. The 26th to the 43d verses of the 23d chapter of 
Luke follow. Then come the I7th to the 24th verses of the 19th 
chapter of John.

Inquest Was 
Perfunctory. 

The inquest was perfunctory; after the 
confession. It consisted® mainly ‘in cor- 
roboration of the prisoner’s admissions to 
the chief of detectives. 

Fifteen minutes’ time was consumed in 
reaching a verdict of unjustifiable homicide 
after the jury retired. The six men on the 
jury are Horace Rumsey, Lewis Rumsey, 
Louis Nolker, Claude Matthews. Orma Mc- 
Cauley, and Lawrence Boogher, capitalists, 
as’ was the murdered man. 

The bloody sledge hammer and the magni- 
ficent diamonds found by policemen where 
they were hidden by Strother, tn the grimy 
cellar, were exhibited and identified. Spe- 
clal Officer Ahéarn told how he had dis- 
covered the $1500 dtamond ring in a crevice 
above his head. 

Police Captain Gaffney told how Strother 
strenuously denied committing the crime so 
long as he remained at the Ninth District 
Police Station, but gave extracts from his 
talk which pointed to guilt. 

The negro women, Josie Houston and 
Florence Banks, who went to the bath- 
house to see Strother shortly before the 
murder, told their stories, which went to 
show that the prisoner was drunk, iff not 
mad, as he averred, when Re committed the 
crime. 

The Victim's young son, Thomas Cooper, 
the physiciens in the case, Janitor Fountain 
and others testified. 

Chief Desmond testified that Strother had 
confessed without threat or promise. 

Strother himself took the stand, the last 
witness, and identified the signatures to his 
confession.

Four times within the past 10 days have 
we read of four of those good old English 
estates, amounting in each case to the in- 
evitable hundreds of millions, the heirs to 
which are, as usual, American descendants 
of English ancestors and who now, as they 
always have done, are forming a syndi- 
cate for the prosecution of their claims. 
The possession amd distribution of these 
unclaimed millions always depends upon 
just two or three little legal steps which, 
according to popular belief, may be easily 
and quickly taken. All that is necessary is 
to send some one over to London to drop 
in at Somerset House, where the wills are, 
you know; the chancery court, where the 
land is, you understand and the Bank of 
England where the money is, you see. It 
is all quite simple, and even when the ef- 
fective stage setting of the regulation for- 
tune hunt demands such properties as old 
tombstones and parish registers and the ex- 
pense of a sedrch for heirlooms imminent 
and costly, the addition of these items to 
the estimate never déters the heirs ex- 
pectant—or shall we call them heirs dream- 
ant? They always organize that family 
syndicate to furnish funds for the further- 
ance of their quest—a quest so foolish and 
futile and fruitless that it belongs equally 
to the absurd and the pathetic. The know- 
ledge of a few facts and one or two ele- 
mentary principles in English law and the 
use of one tabloid of common sense would 
prevent their sending of good money to 
seek for bad; it is the purpose of the pres- 
ent article’ to supply some of the facts 
and principles above referred to. by 

But before beginning on that it would 
be as well to acknowledge «that there is 
one person who does profit by the setting 
up of these claims to derelict estates. That 
person is the lawyer—that is what he calls 
himself—who goes over to England in the 
interests of his cliients—that is what he 
callg it. Equipped with the funds of the 
family syndicate and a bianket power of 
attorney, he sails away and has a mighty 
good time in London as long as the funds 
hold out; longer, if he ean induce further 
remittances. If he were the lawyer he 
claims to be he would never go on an er 
rand which a most rudimentary knowledge 
of English law and its practice wouid tell 
him is an absolutely etre:y one; being no 
lawyer, not even a poor, but honest, one, 
he takes the claim in hand and for just as 
long as he pushes it, or pretends to, Is 
one of the class that makes its living by 
trading on two self-evident traits of us 
Americans—our love of money and our love 
of romance. One of thé best-known cases 
of this sort is that of an American lawyer 
named Jaques, who was sent to England 
about ten years ago to collect ‘‘millions of 
dollars’’ for the American heirs of the 
Townley or Lawrence estates. He was 
generously provided with funds, and for 
eight years he went thruugh all the motions 
of pushing the Townléy heirs’ claims with 
expensive vigor. Whenever he wrote home 
accounts of the progress he was making in 
spite of the immense difficulties encoun- 
tered, more golden eggs arrived from his 
American goose ranch. At the end of the 
eight years hope deferred made the Amer- 
ican hearts and pockets sick. Jaques was 
arrested and tried for obtaining money un- 


@ 
England and crying aloud for the rightful 


American heirs to come and cart them 
away. Mr. Crane said what he had to say 
to all this gently, and with a consideration 
and tact that I now see came, in part, from 
considerable experience acquired in listen- 
ing to other stories of the same sort; it was 
to the effect that I was the fiftieth or may- 
be the five hundred and fiftieth American 
who, during a stay in London, had come to 
tim with that same map and chart and 
sailing intsructions for the rainbow regions. 
I remember that by way of penance and 
retrenchment :combined I rode home that 
afternoon in a penny ‘bus instead of tak- 
ing a cab. What is more to the point is 
that I also remember that Newton Crane, 
eminent barrister and honest gentleman, 
gave the reasons why the current story 
convariazione as to American heirs to un- 
claimed English estates is less than a story 
in that it is a miyth, and more than a stury 
in that it is a He, a cruel and often a de- 
liberate one, 

What he said then remained very clear- 
ly in my memory. My remembrance of it 
was confirmed by what he has just written 
on the subject and which covers the whole 
subject in such a way as to make it of 
value and interest not only to the Ameri- 
can descendants and would-be heirs of 
Sir Francis Drake, who number about 7000, 
and to the Humes, Townleys and Hd- 
wardses, but’ to that large percentage of 
Americans who have more or less Eng- 
lish-sounding names, and who have only to 
get one of those pamphlets I have told of 
to find themselves duly and enticingly 
listed in that most comprehensively com- 
piled list of “American heirs.”’ 

Mr. Crane says: “It is pathetic to think 
how easily the credulity of the American 
people can be worked on. Hardly a week 
passes that I do not receive, through the 
American embassy here in London, a let- 
ter from someone in the United States, ask- 
ing mé to interest myself in collecting an 
estate, which, the writer of the letter has 
been informed, amounts to millions of dl- 
lars, and is awaiting {n Enmand American 
claimants. In one instance it was con- 
fidently asserted that all I had to do 
was to “go down to the bank on Main 
street in London and get the money.” In 
another, the writer had been told by his 
aunt that the latter’s father’s brother had 
died, leaving property in the old country. 
From the number of these communications 
I am led to believe that there is no fam- 
ily in the United States so poor as not to 
have a tradition that it Is entitled to un- 
claimed estates in England, Scotland or 
Ireland. 

It is not always the illiterate and unedu- 
cated who make these domands. Lawyers 
who would be impatient of stale local 


claims gravely assert that their clients are 
entitled to estates that have been in adverse 
possession for over 200 years, and promise 
contingent fees up’in the millions for their 
recovery. And yet these lawyers have only 
to turn to an elementary treatise on Eng- 
lish law to discover that the statute of 
limitation is the same in England that it is 
in every state of the United States. 

In many cases the claimants try to dodge 
the statutes by averring that the funds they 
seek are in the Bank of England, or in the 
“funds in chancery.” There is practically 
no more money in the Bank of England for 
which there is no owner than there is in the 
Bank of Commerce in St. Louls. There are 
certain unclaimed funds in chancery, but 
there is a list of these funds published bi-

She is a strict disciplinarian, and she does 
not allow well known rules to be trans- 
gressed. She remains at home every Tues- 
day morning in order that she may confer 
with the cabinet ladies and devise pans for 
the week. She wishes every cabinet hostess 
to attend these meetings, and she will | 
promptly inquire about an absentee. On 
Tuesday morning every detail in socia? 
life is discussed. Mrs. Roosevelt gives her 
views concisely and decidedly. 

In matters of apparel she has her pref- 
erences and she expects the cabinet women 
to follow her suggestions. She is partial to 
white and for this reason does not like to 
see her aids at official receptions garbed 


somberly. 
Black Gowns 
Are Tabcoed 


One cabinet woman its in despair because 
her best gown is of black thread lace, cost-| 
ing $750 and Mrs. Roosevelt especially dis- 
likes black for evening wear. She has toid 
the cabinet women not to wear black.

Catholic Priest Who Attempts to Rea- 
gon’ Is Attacked by Members of 
His Flock, Who Defy the Law. 


EASTON, Pa., Jan. 2%.—Resetto, the 
Italian settlement near Bangor, in the fam- 
ous slate district, and Bangor itself are in 
a state of terror tonight over an outbreak 
of black or malignant smallpox and a riot 
following an attempt on the part of the 
police to bury the body of an Italian wom- 


an who died of the scourge. 

Peter Ross, one of the policemen, was 
probably fatally beaten, and the life of 
Father Denisco, the Italian priest, is 
threatened. The Board of Health and the 
municipal authorities of Bangor have 
called upon Sheriff Hahn and District’ At- 
torney Davis for protection, and a posse 
will be sent to disperse the mob of infuriat- 
ed foreigners, which now guards the body 
of the woman in the Catholic Church, and 
to enforce strict quarantine.

Records of Appealed Quses From Creek 
Nation Placed With United 
States Appellate Court. 


Records in the following suits, appealed 
to the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, were filed yesterday with the clerk 
of the court: 

United States ex rel. Isparcher vs. Rich- 
ard Forsythe, appealed by the defendant 
from United States Court of Appeals for 
the Indian Territory. 

Rainwater-Bradford Hat Co. vs. W. A. 
McBride, Green McCurtain et al., appellees, 
from Indian Territory Court of Appeals. 

City of Kingman, Kan., vs. Edwin Fowler 
and Kingman Water and Light Co., appel- 


lees. 

The Isparecher case was brought by the 
famous Creek to secure an _ injunction 
agains Forsythe, to ee the importation 
of cattle by him into the Creek nation 
without the consent of the Indians. It 
was charged that 4000 head of cattie had 
been thus unlawfully introduced. 

The injunction was granted, and the case 
was appealed. 

The second case from the Indian Terr'i- 
tory relates to a controversy over an as- 
signed stock of which McBride, one of 
the defendants, was trustee. 

In the Kansas case, the town of King- 
man alleged a non- -fulfillment of contract 
on the part of the water and light com- 
pany, and sought and obtained an order 
from the court, annulling its franchise or- 
dinance. The holders of the franchise ap- 
pealed the case.

UNUSUAL FINANCIAL 
TIONS IN GERMANY, FRANCE 
AND ENGLAND. 


NO MORE GOLD EXPORTS 


Engagements Last Week Were for Sub- 
scriptions to German Loan—New 
| York Stock Market Inactive. 


NEW YORK, Jan. &—The gain in cash 
by the banks was fully up to expectations. 
The fact that interior institutions have 
been placing loans in New York led to 
some hcpe that a corresponding reduction 
ir deposits would result to the New York 
banks, but the statement failed to show 
this. On the contrary, loans of the local 
banks have expanded $2,413,500. The in- 
fluence of this showing is emphasized by 
the compilation of the annual showing of 
the New York trust companies. The loans 
on collateral by these institutions on Dec. 
81 were $540,208,706, compared with $387,911,414 
& year before. They report cash on hand 
of only $9,858,702. Of cash on deposit they 
report $111,187,094, but these deposits are 
mostly with New York clearing house 
banks and figure tn their reserves as against 
outstanding loans and obligations. 

Prices of stock have drifted siuggishly up- 
ward or downward during ihe week, 
The operations have owvviousiy been 
entirely in the hands of profession- 
al operators, and as their buying 
was simply with the purpose of profit tak- 
ing on earlier purchases or to cuver at @ 
Sught decline in price, the week's transac- 
tions have resulted in littie real change im 
the relative position of holdings. 

‘the few stocks in which there have been 
dealings of any consequence, or in which 
the price movement has been appreciable 
have been influenced by individual causes. 
In a general way their course was down- 
ward early in the week and upward in the 


latter part. 

The somnolent condition of the market is 
Suggestive of indigestion and surfeit, due to 
the enormous activities of last year. 

The conspicuous feature of tinancial af- 
fairs during the week has been the large 
reflux of money to the great reserve cen- 
ters of the world. New York has felt this 
tendency, though not to the degree that [for- 


eign reserve centers have experienced it. In 
forign markets also, this reflux of money 
hes had a perceptible stimulating effect on 
speculation, while in New York the duliness 
of the market has been rather accentuated. 

The most pronounced recuperation of 
money reserves has been in Berlin, where 
/a@ condition approaching redundancy has 
| resulted. The Prussian and imperiai loans, 
amounting to about $75,000,000, have been 
subscribed for many times over, and Ber- 
lin has been buying discount bonds in Lon- 
|don to an extent sufficient to sustain the 

market rate there and there has been a 
fall in the market discount rate at 
| at the same time. Probably this was an 
influence upon the action of the Bank of 
| England directors in reducing the bank 
rate, as the German demand for discounts 
| would offset the dreaded withdrawal of 
| French capital from London in the event! 
*. . fall in interest rates there. 

e Bank of France also shows a strong | 

Bd, an in Paris and little inducement to 
| call home capital to that center. This/! 
condition has a direct bearing on the New 
York money market, and promises oppor- 
tunity for renewal of the foreign yen to | 
| tions of this market which are known to 
be heavy, and which it was feared would | 
have to be met by gold exports. The ex- 
port of less than $500,000 in gold on Tues- 
day wes believed to be on account of New | 
York subscriptions to the German loan, 
and not a regular exchange tranaction. 
The accumulation of idle capital in Berlin 
was a condition sure to result from the pro- 
longed liquidation and depression in Ger- 
many. and the movement to reinvest it 
may be regarded as a sign that the turning 
point of the long depression ha been 
reached there. No sign has been seén, how- 
ever, that German capital is seeking any 
poveneenene in the New York security mar- 

©tu. 

In London, aiso, the easier money con- 
ditions and the hopes of an early termina- 
tion of the Boer war have led to a lively 
revival of the ‘‘Kaffir circus,"" but London 
has shown no disposition to embark in 
New York stocks. In fact Lohdon has 
been a steady and moderate seller in New 
York all the week. The rec uperation of 
the condition of New York banks has con- 
tinued to a liberal extent and interest rates 
have become easier in consequence. but 
without stimulating stock speculation. 

In spite of the easier monev conditions. 
the fact has dev eloped this week that some 
large loans for New York account have 
been secured at interior money centers. 
This is one of various symptoms that the 
New York banks are desirous of keeping 
their reserves in hand for the present. 

The report of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency for December reveals that the na- 
tional banks of the country have exnanded 
their loans during the year some $331,700.000. 
During the same period the cash reserves 
[increased only about $19.090.000. It ia well 
| known that a large proportion of the re- 
serves of interior banks are on deposit 
| with New York banks. The same is true 
| of the great trust companies in New York 
| City. whose operations and whose loan ex- 
pansion have had a great growth during 
the past year. 

As holders of the ultimate reserves of the 
banking system of the whoie country, a

One of 
them I developed for Joseph Jefferson, the 
actor; one for myself and the third for an- 
other party. 

“Ww irae I had finished with the salt fields 
I decided to look over these oll fields in 
Texas. When I reached Beaumont I found 
that a great deal of work had been done, 
but that every one had about ’given up the 
idea that oil would ever be found. iI 
worked quietly and soon became convinced 
4¢ was there. Then I went to work to se- 
=e what land I wanted. After I had ev- 

hing ready. I consulted the Standard 
Oi Co. I offered them a chance. The man 
who has the greatest reputation in the 
world as an oil expert came down. One of 
the members of the company came along. 

I showed them over the field. The inspec- 
A. was careful. Mr. French went even 
deeper than my showing to him. After 
the inepection I teok the gentlemen to din- 
ner.

GHICAGO. Jan. 25.—More than $200,000,000 
Worth of copper ore! Whew-w-w-w-! And 
Owned by two young men now in ‘Chicago.

Vincennes avenue and Charles G. Hubbard 
of San Diego. 

These modern argonauts voyaged to 
Alaska in search of the golden fleece, but 
found a richer prize in the red ore of the 


Copper river district. They have plastered 
their claims over four miles of territory, 
Q@nd an expert has estimated the ore in 
5 bps at $112,000,000 at market prices. The 
Mines are ceriainly good for twice the 
Smount in sight, and by the same token 
there may easily be $1,000,000,000 worth of 
the precious metal in those claims. The 
thought of it is enough to take one's 
breath away. 

Messrs. Ellio® and Hubbard were among 
the prospeciors who flocked to the Copper 
river diatrict in 1897, Of the 4000 men who 
Went into that territory they are believed 
$0 be the only ones/who stuck it out for the 
our years. And small wonder. Caught in 
the arctic snows; far from-a base of sup- 
plies, their party was forced to make a 
camp, and when their vegetable food gave 
Out that dread d@iSease, scurvy, made its 
Sppearance. Of 18 men in the party, eight 
fell victims to the’plague. four of whom 
died in the arms of the Chicagoan, giving 
im his first acquaintance with death under 
porrible conditions. By almost. super- 
uman efforts the other four men were 
dragged on sleds back to the coast, where 
a diet of potatoes, onions and canned to- 
matoes quickly brought them back to 
health. ¢ dead were buried in the wilder- 
ness where they fell, and pine trees were 
usually planted over their graves, with a 
simple headboard to tell the tale of death.

A cold wave and zero weather are comink 
_to St. Louis after all. They are officially 
bulletined for today. 

Dr. Hyatt, local weather observer, who 
had predicted a cold wave for Saturday 
which failed to wave, went home early yes- 
, terday afternoon after filing an’ official 
opinion that it would grow 12 degrees colder 
today. 

After Dr. Hyatt had left the office, a tele- 
fam came frcm the Chicago weather head- 
quarters. It was such a frosty telegram 
that the man who copied it had to blow his 

ngers when he had finished. 

“Cold wave,” said 
the dispatch. ‘‘Tem- 
perature will fall 30 
degrees or more § in 
the next 24 hours.” 

It took but a glance 
at the thermometer 
to show that a drop 
of 30 degrees would 
mean zero, 

Dr. Hyatt hedged 
yesterday morning 
on his cold weather 
prediction, saying 
that colder weather 
would come Sunday, 

but no euch weather as he had predicted 
for Saturday. 

Heavy, soggy snow commenced falling at 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. It was the 
herald of the cold snap. 

The snowstorm is one of a job lot of sim!- 
lar sterma@ which have been distributed 
through gas, Nebraska and other local- 
ities more accustcmed to snow. 

In Nebraska, South Dakota and Montana 
‘the weather went below zero. Further south 
the cold wave spread itself over a wide 
area. This, Dr. Hyatt says, is the reason 
why it was slow in reaching St. Louis, and 
why the advance installment of cold weath- 
er which came yesterday was so mild, as 
compared with some days of last December.

This Genius of the Violin 
Says He Madly Loved for 

_ Three Short Days an 
American Girl in Paris. 


Is there ground for the belief of Jan 
Kubelik, the young Bohemian violinist 
who is to play in Music Hall tonight, that 
an overpowering love affair would supply 
the missing note in his wonderful gamut 
of melody, would mysteriously surcharge 
his music with the divinest of human pas- 


sions? 

Is a man the greater artist for being 4 
lover, perhaps, even an unhappy lover? 
Does love magically supplement genius, 
Would the supremest of musicians be un- 
able perfectly to communicate his har- 
monies until he had whole heartedly, un- 
conditionally loved a woman? 

This is, at least, the decidedly interest- 
ing theory which 22-year-old wizard of the 
violin has formulated and to which he 
blushingly confesses. If it be a philo- 
sophic theory the lives of great men ought 
to bear it out. 

In Chicago the other day somebody ven- 
tured to broach this question to young 
Kubelik himself. With a delightful shy- 
ness, but with an intensity for which his 
playing would scarcely prepare one, the 
young violinist admitted that the great 


néed of his nature was 4 consuming love. 
This was very interesting, but the ado- 


lescent genius had gone a step farther 
than this. He had pictured to himself the 
kind of woman he could love. Naturally 
his interviewer was enraptured. 

“Describe her,” he begged. “Is she fair 
or dark; is she sublimely tall or adorably 
petite; is she animated or statuesque’’— 

“SHE MUST BE PERFECT.” 

But Kubelik interrupted, “Oh, not that,’ 
he cried. ‘‘What does her appearance mat- 
ter? It is her soul that I shall love. Per- 
haps she may not even be beautiful, but 
spiritually she must be perfect. Her very 
presence must cast me into a dream of ec- 
stacy. I must worship hef unrestrictedly. 
Every particle of tenderness within me 
must be concentrated on this one lovely ob- 
ject.”’ 

“And this ideal inamorata?” 

“©, she must love me in return,’”’ de- 
clared Kubelik boyishly. “The woman Il 
love must be willing to die for me. 

“She must love me absolutely, intensely, 
above everything else on earth, and Oh how 
I need her: how I long for her, for she 
will reveal to me my own soul, until I find 
her I shall be incomplete.”’ 

“And you have had no approach to this 
in your own experience?” 

“Ah, but I =MKhave,” and a 
came into the -wolinist’s ‘eyes.

KUBELIK FELL IN LOVE. 

“Suddenly a perfect vision of loveliness 
approached. I fell in love with her at 
sight. Violently in love. My heart throbbed, 
my blood tingled, my hands trembled. She 
spoke to me. I was in a dream. All I 
saw was her entrancing eyes. They held 
me in a charm for three days. 

“T loved her, but not once did I intimate 
to any one that I was in love. I was 
afraid to tell her of my secret. At the 
end of three days she left, and I made up 
my mind to forget her, although it cost 
me a great, great effort.”’ 

It is not the ordinary Jovely being with 
fair curls: and blue eyes and a thousand 
tender graces that this remarkable youth is 
in search of. The woman with a wonder- 
ful soul, the woman with a capacity for 
infinite loving, the woman whom poets 
have sung of and painters tried to paint, 
and heroes the world over dreamed of in 
their inspired moments—this is the being 
that this delightful young Bohemian 
seeks and expects to find. 


HIS ART WILL GAIN. 

“TIT shall be the greater artist,’’ he ex- 
plains, to justify his rhapsodies—a point in 
which his managers disagree with him, not 
that they do not believe in the artistic re- 
generation brought about by love. But 
these astute people hold that love of the 
sort that develops to its uttermost an ar- 
tist's power must be unhappy love—either 
an unreciprocated passion or one with a 
tragic end. 

They are sensitive to the criticism that 
has been passed on Kubelik's playing: 
that it lacks the sympathy, the feeling of 
the man unhappily in love, and they would 
like to supplement the lack if possible by 
introducing the violinist to some radiant 
young creature who should first attract 
him, then absorb his, entire nature, then. 
with barbarous cruelty spurn him forever. 

Just the right subject for this interest- 


ong test has not vet come forward. 
fter all, Jan Kubellik may be right. His- 


tory stoutly supports his proposition. 
Hardiy ever has there lived a great artist 
in whatever line who has attained the com- 
pletion of his powerg without having been 
subjected to a love affair. Great men are 
notoriously subject to grand passions. 
Musicians, in particular, have almost in- 
vanstly undergone this sort of develop- 
ment. 


THE CASE OF MOZART. 

Very Mkely Kubelik recalls the case of 
Mozart, who when very young fell tn love 
with Aloysio Weber, a beautiful girl with 
a beautiful voice, which Mozart helped t¢9 
perfect. 

At first it promised to be a very pretty 
love affair. But after having been separ- 
ated from her for some time she proved 
utterly disloyal to him and the young musi- 


somebody else and poor Beethoven, forced 
somehow to express his devotion, wrote the 
Moonlight Sonata. 

One may consider that without the faith- 
lessness of the Countess Julia the Moonlight 
Sonata would probably not have been writ- 
ten, and conclude that thwarted love has 
its desirable aspects. Perhaps the most 
superb love song ever written was Beet- 
hoven’s “‘Adelaide’’"—yet the Countess Julia 
preferred Count Gallenberg. 


LISZT’S UNHAPPY LIFE. 

Liszt's was an unhappy life, but the un- 
happiest chapter of it is that concerned 
with the beautiful Caroline St. Cricq, who 
at the time Liszt met her was 17, ** of an- 
gelic beauty,’’ impressionable to beauty,”’ 
to the world, to religion to God, Liszt be- 
came this lovely young lady’s music teach- 
er. His love for her was suspected. The 
Count Caroline’s father dismissed the mu- 
sic master with the single hint:  “Differ- 
ence in rank.’’ Liszt believed that as a 
man of honor he had but one course. He 
and Caroline parted forever. Utterly bro- 
ken-hearted, the young musician turned 
with passionate ardor to religion. But the 
memories of this love were to influence 
him so long us he lived. 


GREAT MEN INFLUENCED BY 
LOVE. 

Michael Angelo, who united all the arts, 
was in all influenced by his love for one 
beautiful woman, Vittoria Colonna, a mar- 
chioness. Vittoria was herself a poetess 
and one of the most celebrated women of 
her time for many reasons. 

That the quality of Michael Angelo’'s 
achievement was due in some measure at 
least to the quality of his inspiration seems 
evident enough. 

The world is not likely ever to forget 
Dante and his Beatrice. Yet the greater 
part of the world, at least, believes that if 
tne great poet had known and loved Bea- 
trice, literature would have lost a great 
deal. The always unsatisfied longing for 
her love was doubtless of incomparable 
value to him as a poet. 

But the loves of great men are endless. 
There is Petrarch and his Laura, there is 
Goethe and his Baroness Von Stein, there 
is Swift and his Stella, there is Admiral 
Nelson with his romantic passion for Lady 
Hamilton, theTe is Burns and his Clarinda, 
Keats and his Fanny—an endless list. 

It is rather a cheerless conclusion—that 
one must be unhappy to_be great. And it 
is rather a sorry prediction to make to Jan

IS VETERAN IN POSTAL WORK 


SAUNDERS WILL BE SECRETARY 
OF BUSINESS MEN’S LEAGUE. 


Promotion of Postoffice Cashier Is in 
Line With Understanding Formed 
When He Left Civil Service. 


Maj. John B. Harlow, cashier of the St. 
Louis Postoffice and formerly a member 
of the United States civil service commis- 
sion, will succeed William Flewellyn Saun- 
ders as assistant postmaster when Mr. 
Saunders leaves the postal service on 
Feb. 1. 

Mr. Saunders is to become secretary of 
the Business Men's League. Former Mayor 
C, P. Walbridge, under whose administra- 
tion Mr. Saunders served as secretary, is 
president of the Business Men's League, 
and fs said to have been influential in 
bringing about the selection of the as- 
sistant postmaster to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of James Cox, for many years 
secretary of the league. 

Maj. Harlow left the civil service com- 
mission a few months ago. It is believed 
that he took the office of cashier of the 
Postoffice with the expectation of securing 


an early promotion. 

Ill health was one cause of Maj. Harlow’s 
retirement from the civil service commis- 
sion. He has been identified with the 
postal service in different capacities for 20 
years. 

Mr. Saunders is a former newspaper man, 
and first held political office as Mayor 
Walbridge’s secretary. He was appointed 
an election commissioner and withdrew 
from this position in 1898 to accept the as- 
sistant postmastership. He was, succeeded 
in the election office by Julius Vaurzburger. 
The two appointments were the results of 
a compromise between the Kerens faction, 
with which Mayor Ziegenhein had then re- 
cently allied himself, and the anti-Kerens- 
ites.

She next heard fgotsteps on the portico 
and the front. door. opened and a man 
stepped into the hallway. Mrs. Richardson 
believes it was her husband. She heard 
two men talking in a low tone and one 
of them—her husband, she thinks—said with

“Come to—’”’ 

Then there was a loud report of a pistol 
and a man’s body struck heavily against 
the door and fell into the room, where she 
was. His hat fell off and the stub of a 
cigar fell on the carpet near his. face. A 
32-caliber bullet had: struck hi the 
back of the head. Mrs. Ric al at 
once recognized her husband. The body 
had. not fallen entirely within th ym and 
she seized him by the arm and d ed him 
in. She says his knees were doubled up and 
she straightened out his limbs. She was 
paralyzed with horror, she says, and did 
not know how to act, but she thought she 
heard a carriage drive away. She then 
ran to the nouse of Dr. W. M. Kerr on 
the corner across from the Richardson 
home and gave the alarm. 

The theory of tne prvusecution has been 
that Mr. Richardson suspected his wife, 
went home, @scovered that the light was 
out and that there was a man in the room 
with her, and that when he entered the 
room the fatal shot was fired by the in- 
truder. « 

Fife has not been indicted, but was ar- 
rested in Washington State on a warrant 
sworn out by the prosecuting attorney oi 
Savannah. Richardson was killed Dec. 24, 
1900, and no attempt was made to arrest

COMMENT

According to a well-known ball player 
in one of the big leagues, who draws a fan- 
cy salary and winters in Chicago, the 
Players’ Protective Organization is going 
to have a rival in the near future. 

The diamond artist in question states 
that the ball tossers of the major leagues 
are perfecting a plan for protection and 
for maintaining the present high standard 
of salaries. 

It is the general belief of most of the 
players that the two leagues are bound to 
come together in time, and that when 
peace is concluded there will be a general 
falling off in the amounts paid to the men. 

The minor league players are not oon- 
templated in the new protective scheme. 

The particular player who is letting the 
cat out of the bag has the following to say 
on the subject: 

“I don't know what the outcome will be 
of this scrap between the club-owners,’’ he 
said, “but we all all know that when they 
do get together there will be a big slump 
in salaries, and men who are now drawing 
$2500 and $3000 will be asked to play ball 
for about $1500. 

“These magnates are not paying us fancy 
wages just because they like us, but for the 
simple reason that we can draw the crowds 
to the game. Up until a year ago the club- 
owners kept giving us the excuse that any- 
thing over $2400 salary limit meant finan- 
cial loss to any club In any league. Well, 
when the American cut in last spring and 
all the rival managers were offering $3500 
and $4500 to the star players, I, for one, 
expected to see a number of the clubs in 
both the National and the American g0 
broke before the season was half over. 


HIGH SALARIES DRAW CROWDS. 

“But instead of losing the coin it 
was the big, high-salaried teams in both 
the major circuits that made the money. 
That set all the players to thinking, for it 
showed that baseball can be run at a profit 
even if the players do draw fancy salaries. 
It also shows that the public will only pay 
to see the seasoned stars perform and will 
not patronize teams made up of young ané 
unknown players, no matter how fast the 
youngsters may happen to be. 

“Well, to cut it short, the best men in 
both the big leagues have agreed to stick 
together next autumn. We have as good as 
cut loose from that so-called Players’ Asso- 
clation. for the simple reason that we are 
not in the business to carry along the minor 
leaguers, but are trying to protect our own 
interests. The scheme will be shaped up 
duritig the coming season and the work will 
all be done under cover. When the clubs 
start in to gign the stars the managers will 
find that we are pretty well organized and, 
what is more, will stick together.”’ 


BEAUTIFUL AS A DREAM. 

The prospect is beautiful to contemplate. 
Think of the bold players being brave 
enough to force the magnates to pay them 
what they ask. And then the vision of the 
magnates putting up, as demanded by the 
players. 

It ie. beautiful to dream about—but it fe 
a sight that is as rarely seen as a hen with 
gold-filled teeth. We have had a fleeting 
vision of it. but really it was not because 
of any particular cleverness and scheming 
on the part of the players that this came 
to pass. It was purely due to the over- 
belligerent character of the magnates them- 
selves. 

This is going rapidly—it costs money and 
the magnates don’t like that a bit. By 
spring it will be wasted completely away 
and then the wage of the ball player will 
begin to shrink like an all-wool chest pro- 
tector just washed. 

Once let the National come together and 
the Players’ Protective Association and 
all similar organizations will have to pull 
down theitt signs and go out of business. 
You might as well expect the man who 
carries a lunch pall at $1.10 a day, for the 
sugar trust to organize to have his sal- 
ary increased. 

The trouble with the ball player is the 
more he is paid the more he becomes 
hampered by the belief that he is under- 
paid. For working a miserable six months 
—they call it work—he draws in some cases 
many hundreds for each 80 days of his 

b. 

o is tough to have to work at all—one 
ought to be able to draw $5000 for living. 
But when one plays ball he must needs 
work five or six hours a day. 

The cruel baseball trust may cut this 
down to $4000. 

It is real hard, don’t you know; but pos- 
itively it's hard to see how even a protec- 
tive association can stop it, if the mag- 
nates make up their minds to shade the 
price.

The St. Louls American League baseba!i 
team will be controlled by local capital, ac- 
cording to Chief Ban B. Johnson of the 
American League. That personage admit- 
ted that negotiations tending toward the 
local ownership of the new club were under 
way but that nothing definite had been 
done as yet.

GERMAN EMPEROR RECEIVED 
HIM AT RAILWAY STATION. 


LITTLE PUBLIC INTEREST 


Prevailing Sentiment Against English 
Makes the German People 
Cool. 


BERLIN, Jan. 25.—The Prince of Wales, 
who has come to Berlin to represent King 
Edward at the celebration of the anniver- 
sary of the birth of Emperor William next 
Monday, was received with great ceremony 
upon his arrival this evening. 

Emperor William, wearing the uniform or 
the First Dragoons, accompanied by his 
second son, Prince Wilhelm Eiffel-Friedrich, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, a number of oth- 
er princes, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, the British ambassadoy and his 
staff and numerous distinguished person- 
ages, awaited on the station platform the 
arrival of the prince’s train. 

The Prince of Wales, also wearing the 
uniform of the First Royal Dragoons, upon 
alighting from the train, was greeted by 
the Emperor, who advanced and warmly 
shook his hand. The station was filled 
with a brilliantly uniformed guard. The 


prince and the Emperor, side by side, 
passed down the line of the guard, while 
the band played the British anthem. The 
military escort passed in review before the 
Emperor and s royal visitor, who after- 
ward drove in a state carriage to the pal- 
ace, where they dined with the imperial 
family 
At ‘ampercr William’s special order an 
unusual number of police occupied t 
streets. The crowds, however, were smail 
and showed little interest. 
The celebrations in honor of the Prince 
of Wales have been limited to the greatest 
a ee extent, owing to the existing An” 
ophobia. Nevertheless, the prince will 
setae tomorrow with the officers of the 
Royal Dragoons, Queen Victoria's Own, at 
which function Emperor William is ex- 
pected to speak.

In 
1902, at the age of 42, Jenkins aspires to 
represent the Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict of Missouri at Washington. 

“There's not 66 much sentiment in me,’’ 
said Mr. Jenkins to the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, ““but there is. enough for me to say 
_that 1 would like to rise from page to mem- 
ber of Congress just as Senator Gorman 
did."’ 

Everyone who knows Mr. Jenkins agrees 
with his observation that he is not senti- 
mental. On the contrary, he is essentially 
practical.

Mr. Jenkins has a mustache and small 
sideburns of about the same size and cut 
as those of Congressman Joy. But where 
the hirsute trimmings on the Joy counten- 
ance are silveged, Mr. Jenkins’ are of a 
brownish hue. 
Mr. Jenkins Is about 6 feet tall. 
broad-shouldered and powerfully built. 
is rugged looking and is credited with pos- 
seesing great personal bravery. 
His executive ability has often been dem- 
onstrated. In his. settlement of the Sub- 
urban strike it was emphasized. 
Mr. Jenkins is essentially a self-made 
man. Though he started out in public like 
Arthur Pue Gorman; his subsequent career 
was pointedly different. 
Gorman’s “‘pageship’’ was in the United 
States Senate. He continued in the service 
of the Senate after attaihing his majority 
and was the Senate postmaster for several 
years. 
When he resigned that post he was given 
a federal, office in Maryland. With funds 
that politics had brought him, he became 
interested in corporations and has been in 
corporations. and politics continually singe. 
After serving as a page in two legisla- 
tures in Albany; N. Y., young Jenkins also 
went into the service of a corporation. This 
was a street car company, however, and 
from the officials of this corporation he 
accepted a position as driver of a street 
car. 
That was only 18 years ago. and his rise 
in the interim has been fully as gratify- 
ing as Senator Gorman’s at the same pe- 
riod of his life. Before becoming a car 
driver, Mr. Jenkins had been a baker and 
he has proudly said that he could bake 
as good rolls as any other old baker in 
those days. 
Jenkins was in the service of the car 
company only four years when he was 
made assistant manager. In 1889 the line 
was converted Into an electric road. He 
superintended its reconstruction and was 
made manager. That was in 1889 The fol- 
lowing year he accepted the management 
of.the lines of the Cincinnati, Newport & 
Covington _Railroad,: whose cars cross the 
Ohio river from Cincinnati to the Ken- 
tucky towns. 7 
He remained there’ until coming to St. 
Louis in 1899. Scott Blewett of St. Louis 
discovered. him there and recommended 
him to Mr. Turner. 
He Is Considered 

a Good “Mixer.”’ 
Twenty-two cars were in operation on 
the Newport lines when he took charge of 
them: 120 when he left. He extended i9 
miles of track to 67. Since coming to St.

|Pastor Says Jews Did Not 


Crucify Christ. 


WORDS CAUSE MUCH COMMENT 


RABBI SALE PREACHED SERMON 
SIMILAR TO THE CHICAGOAN’S. 


Declared Jews Could Not Have Been 
Implicated in Trial of Jesus for 
Judicia: Reasons and That They 

Never Would Have Allied 
With Romans 


The statement made by Rabbi Emil G. 
Hirsch of Chicago at Montclair, N. J., in 
an address entitled ‘“‘Israe] Among the Na- 
tions,”” that “the Jews did not crucify 
Christ,”” but that it was “the money-lend- 
ing priests,’ created much comment among 
both Jews and Christians in St. Louis, It 
was printed in the regular edition of the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday afternoon as a part 


of the paper's exclusive telegraph service. 

Rabbi Samuel Sa.e of St. Louis was asked 
to give his views on the topic discussed by 
Rabbi Hirsch. 

“I certainly concur in what Rabbi Hirsch 
said about the crucifixion,’ said the Sst. 
Louis rabbi.” I made similar observa- 
wens myself in a sermon delivered by me 

t Shaare Emeth Temple, Sunday, Jan. 1, 

The title of my sermon was, “Jesus 
of Nazareth and the Jews."’ 

“I have the sermon yet. Here it is. 

“Note the language: ‘I have undertaken 
to show,’ the sermon begins, ‘that the Jews 
cou.d not have been impiicated in the trial 
of Jesus frem strictly judicia] or legal con- 
siderations. And 1 have provVed that they 
never could have madé common cause with 
the priests and the Romans in their eager- 
nesr tc remove him.’ 

“Dr. Hirsch and | travel along almost par- 
alel lines, you see, 

“In my sermon i go into the view held 
by Christians that the Pharisees may have 
connived toward the taking off of Jesus 
because of his possible opposition to Jew- 
ish religion and ritualism. This view I 
showed, was not tenable, 


Efforts Were to 
Spiritualize Religion. 
“In the sermon I state ‘We are often told 
that the main purpose of the teaching of 


Jesus was to spiritualize religion and to im- 
press his foilowers with the conviction that 
its chief tenets were the love of God and 
the love of man. Herein he agrees precisely 
with the religious ideas of the ancient 
prophets of Israel and such axalted types 
of Phacasaic Judaism as Hiel, who died 0e- 
fore Christ was born. 

Ail or these insis.ied that the essence 
of religion consisted in the love of God, in 
the practice of justice and righteousness 
and in the ‘doing of works of love and 
mercy. Il would attempt to paraliel frum 
rabbinical literature every utterance that 
is attributed to Jesus, and which we may 
accept as genuine. 

‘In the sermon I cite several passages 
of the scriptures to show that nothing was 
further from the mind of Jesus than the 
ceremonial practices of the Pharisees.” ‘Ac- 
cording to Paul,’ I say, ‘Jesus mtended 
to abrogate the law and the prophets and 
substitute faith in himself as the _ sole 
requisite of salvation. Whereas, according 
to James, John and Peter, who were the 
immediate disciples of Jesus, he had no 
such intention. 

“To my mind,” I say in the sermon, 
“there is nothing clearer than that many 
of the inimical utterances of the new Testi- 
ment against the Pharisees were originally 
directed by the followers of Paul against 
the adherents of Peter and James, the de- 
fenders of Jewish Christianity, and were 
put into the mouth of Jesus to give them 
the weight of his authority.’ 


Explains Malevolence 
of New Testament. 

To this spirit of hatred of Judaism I attri- 
bute all of the 
the new testament—a spirit that grew up 
long after the death of Jeus. II the Phar- 
isees as a religious sect had been instru- 
mental in the execution of Jesus I do not 
understand why the Jewish Chrristians as- 
sociated with them on terms of intimacy 
long after the death of Jesus. The Jews 
intermarried with them and ate at the same 
table. The belief in Jesus as the Messiah 
was the only difference between them. 

‘‘My inference from all this,” I gay “in 
my sermon, ‘is that we should beware of 
attaching any blame to the Jew ip the cru- 
cifixion of the teacher of Nazareth. The 
whole responsibility must be fastened upon 
the ravenous high priest and his party and 
the unconscionable Romans, who were will- 
ing to sacrifice him to their combined greed 
and cruelty, just as had John of Galilee and 
Thadeus, before and James thereafter. 

‘Will some of our Christian brothers 
think better of the Pharisees, the Jews, of 
them who were kith and kin of and of -¢heir 
descendants—the wonderful man of Galilee, 
both in the flesh and in the spirit? 

“We revere his memory, claim ‘him as 
our own, and gladly accord to him that 
high rank which he deserves as one of the 
greatest teachers and benefactors of the 
human race, as a prophet among the pro- 
phets of ancient Israel,’ ’

His. daily life.is regulated, even to the 
minutest details, to accord with this 
public duty. 

He sleeps in an engine house so that 
he may be ready to start to a fire on a 
minute’s notice. His residence on Mor- 
gan street, near Vandeventer avenue, is 
equipped with a department alarm and 
index which inform him of fires the same 
instant the gongs in the engine houses 
begin to’ ring. 

When he is not at his residence, sleep- 
ing place or headquarters, he informs 
the department of every move he makes 


S* LOUIS’ most strenuous public 
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so that it may communicate with him 
by telephone if he should be needed. 
He has often left receptions and din- 


ners in full dress to respond to such 
calls. 


To Patrick Shay, his faithful driver, 
who thas been doing this work nearly 
sevell years, is intrusted the task of 
keeping him informed of fires when he 
ig not in immediate communication with 
the department himself. 

Whierever the chief gocs his driver 
goes. This is true of every move the 
chief makes, whether its purpose be 
business or social. 

Shay always knows where his chief 
may be found and he is able to com- 
municate with him on two minutes’ no- 
tice. 

He never goes anywhere without his 
horse and buggy. When he reaches his 
destination, the driver takes the rig to 
the nearest drug store, if there is not an 
engine rouse in the neighborhood, and 
from'there he calls up the department 
over

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the time for him to call for bis master. 
If an alarm that the chief shéuld answer 
is turned in while he waiting, it is 
telephoned to him and he immediately 
informs the chief. 

During last Christmas week Chief 
Swingley was being entertained at din- 
ner by friends at the Planters’ Hotel 
when Shay called for him to go to a se¢- 
ond alarm in the congested district of 
the city.

sums of money. 


From the time he was 25 years of age until now, when he is 62, Mr. Morgan 
has not been remiss in any one of these respects. He has stepped into his office 
at 8:30 o’clock six mornings in the week as regularly as a clock star passes a given 


point. 


As regularly has he gone to his lunch at 1:30, and left for his home at 5:30. 


Hie has administered the property interests of the Exchange to the satisfaction 


of thirty-eight directorates. 


His reports have been in international demand for 


years because they have been absolutely correct. 
Mr. Morgan has his time for doing everything. He has a system under which 


it must be done. 


He has seen the Exchange grow from a membership of 990 in 


1865 to 1832 members today. He has seen its properties increase from a oné-room 
olfice to the big building on Third street, from Pine to Chestnut, teeming with 


commercial life. 


HE new directorate of the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange has elected 
George H. Morgan secretary and 

treasurer for 1902.

At 4 o’clock ha will pre- 
pare a second memorandum for the press, 
and it is all he has to say for publication 
that day.

* In matters which pertain to the exchange 
Mr. Morgan is one of the proverbial walk- 
ing encyclopedias of statistics. He quotes 
last year’s wheat receipts at St. Louis or 
some other item of recent years with all 
the readiness with which a resident of 
St. Louis quotes the number of his home. 
George J. Tansey, the present president of 
the exchange, considers him in this re- 
spect the most valuable man attached to 
any similar commercial body in the United 
States. 

Mr. Morgan is a lover of a good cigar 
He uses tobacco in no other form. Dur- 
ing the morning he will probably smoke 
two, and after lunch he may smoke. as 
many as three. He takes one after din- 
ner. As recently as three years ago he 
was almost as inveterate a smoker as 
Gen. Grant, taking his eight of ten cigars 
s day. He is a man of. moderate tem. 
perament. It is said of him on the BHx- 
change that no one has seen him lose his 
temper and that none have seen him im- 
moderately pleased. Nevertheless he en- 
joys humor in his quiet way. He is im- 
perturbable when things go ill at the office, 
and to this quality many of the members 
of the Exchange attribute his long reten- 
tlop tm office. He is not a member of 
the Bxchange, and has no voice in the 


sessions of its directorate. 


Mr. Morgan was born in Plattsburg, N. 


sota, and subsequently to Memphis, Tenn. 
At the outbreak of the civil war he came 
to 8t Louls. He was.a member ofthe 
Home Guards, afterwards the Halleck

“His 
statistics are absolutely reliable and so 
accurate that constant demands are made 
upon the Exchange from all parts of the 
United States and Europe for our. annual 
reports. They are taken as bases for all 
trade and industriaBarticles written about 

the city. 

For manhy~ years presidents: have (been 


selected whose private ousiness required 
almost their entire attention. The result 
is that the secretary is really the acting 
executive offtcer of the organization. 

Mr. Morgan was secretary and treasurer 
of the Chamber of Commerce Asgsociation,, 
which built and owned the present bulld- 
ing until the property passed: to the Mer- 
chants’ Exohange by purchase’in 1895. ; 

The secretary is under the direction of the 
board of directors.. He-is required to keep 
@ journal of the: proceedings of thé ex- 
change, to post daily a correct account of 
the Imports and exports “of the city. to 
coliéet and record all valuable statistical! 
information pertaining to commercial atid 
manufacturing interests of St. Louls. This 
last in itself is a big job. Not only does* 
the secretary have to keep a close track of 
all the deals made by and with St. Louis, 
but he has to constantly overlook the work~- 
ings of other exchanges and note ail for- 
eign transactions, that he may keep: St. 
Louls informed as to what is going on all 
over this country and abroad. 

On or about the first of January he is re- 
quired to make a repert of the busines .of 
the city for the last 12’:months. - He must 
attend meetings of committees on arbi- 
ration and appeals and the board of direc- 
tors,, and render copies of decisions or 
awards to parties in a' case. Then he is 
required to colléct all moneys due thé ex- 
change for assessments, fines, fees, etc. 
He is the agent for the bullding. He rents 
all offices, attends to janitor service,, col- 
lects all rents and is generally responsible 
for everything pertaining to the property 
of the exchange. The secretary is also 
treasurer of the exchange, and receives and 
keeps account of all moneys and disburses 
them under direction of ‘the board of di- 
rectors. — ¥ 

As secretary of various committee and 
other meetings, Mr. Morgan's abflity is 
valuable. In an incredibly short time after 
adjournment each member will find -in his 
mail a copy of the proceedings carefully 
and accurately recorded. 

The Merchants’ Exchange has always 
been ready to aid in the relief of pubiic 
distress wherever {ft may exist. The funds 
paid in have been turned over to Mr. Mor- 
gan, and he has handled and distributed 
them. No bond has ever been required; 
nevertheless a detailed statement showing 
the expenditure of every cent has always 
been furnished the Exchange relief com- 
mittees, The last report shows that Mr. 
Morgan has received and distributed $636,- 
193.78, 

The work of collecting the various dona- 
tions, as well as the distribution, fell upon 
the secretary. Im 1866-§7 over $31,000 was 
sent south to relieve distress and assist 
the.former soldiers of, the Confedeacy to 


Chigago im 1871 received $160,000. Fifteen 
thousand ‘dollars was “sent to Johnstown 
in 1889. in 3892, $54,000 went south to. relieve 
the sufferers by the overfiowing, ,of the 
Mississippi river. The tornado in St. Louis 
in 1896 caused the distribytion of $267,440.49, 
and $89,063.30 was sent to the sufferers at 
Galveston in 1900. . These are but a few of 
the Exchange's long list of charities, all of 
which added greatly to the work of Secre- 
tary Morgan.

Springs are all.easily traced to the mots- 
ture in an overhead hill; the Meramec has 
hills upon three sides, and steep hills, too, 
Dut the rains and snows they absorb in a 
score of years would not supply this giant 
epring for a day. 

But for all this, the Meramec its called 
a apring. It could scarcely be called any- 
thing else, for it really springs. Right up 
from the rock it boils,'as straight as a 
sky-rocket. Stand on the rock ledge over 
it and drive a pole into its fountain, and 
the strength of the «pring shoots it out 
high in alr. Nobody ever drowned in the 
Meramec Spring. and good reason why. 
The waters throw everything up. 

Missourt has many geological freaks. 

here are disordered strata And strata on 
edge. There are pockets of coal equaled 
nowhere eclse Ih the world. There are 
iron mountains and granite mountains and 
rock formations that affect a geologist like 
strong drink. Some day Missouri wil) pro- 
duce the Biggest caverin the worid, the 
only navigable subterranean river, the only 
hollow mountain with an elevator in ft, and 
the only lake without a bottom: 

The Meramec Spring is one of Missouri's 
geological freaks. It .is one of a number 
of big springs found in different parts of 
the state, and ts peth@ps the most remark- 


mec spring.

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able of them because of the great volume 
of water it gives forth and the mystery 
cf its source of supply. Many geologists 
have visited this great spring to determine 
its source, and thelr theories have been 
many. If there has been any simiarity of 
ovinion at all it has favored the theory 
that under the hilic Is a lake fed By sub- 
terrancan streams, and that the Meramec 
Spring is supplied hy pressure from this 
lake. Where the lake is, or just where, 
nebody says. Whence the water that sup- 
plies it comes nobody says except to say 
that it is drainage water. Doubtless. In 
this land of uneven surfaces all water be- 
comes drainage water before it gets [to 
the sea. 

The Meramec spring has not been sud- 
denly appreciated as a thing of pr'‘ce. It 
was a thing of price before the civil war. 
Houses have been bullt upon its banks, and 
mille have ground in “the valley under the 
impetus of its wonderful flow. The St. 
James iron foundries, which made the first 
Missourt tron, were located almost at the 
edge of the epring, and the spring water 
furnished the power. William James, who 
operated the foundry and for whom the 
town was named, is one of the owners of 
the spring today. For years he owned it 
in partnership with his brother-in-law, R. 
G. Dun. of commercial company fame. Up- 
on the death of Mr. Dun a few years ago 
the spring became the joint property of 
Mr. James and his wife, who was Mr. Dun's 
sister, and the other Dun heirs. These 
people are either identified with the grav- 
ity proposition made the city of St. Lous 
in 1909 or elee Mr. Pratt and his associates 
have an understanding with them. 

The spring is maintained as private prore 
erty on'ty In a few respects. No one is 
allowed to fish out the rainbow trout which 
live in ite beautiful waters, and none are 
permitted to put houses or tents on its 
hanks. Everyone is privileged to visit it, 
to drink from ft and to spehd a day in the 
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delightful rock and woods nook from which 
it springs. 

Out here on the scene one is enabled to 
understand very fully what it is the grav- 
ity conduit promoters propose. The Mera- 
mec spring furnishes more than half the 
vo.ume of the Meramec river. The river 
does rot wholly rise in the spring, but 
has a branch coming down from a point 
2) miles above and joining the spring 
stream some distance below the spring. 
The gravity conduit people propose that a 
dam be built across the valley some 15 miles 
below the spring and that both the spring 
and the valley's watershed contribute to 
the supply of the reservoir created by this 
dam. The Meramec has two forks. One 
of these has en estimated drainage area of 
40 square miles, ard the other a similar 
area of 38) square miles. The watershed 
covers rocky hills unfit for cultivation and 
doubtiess ylelding a very clear and pure 
water, for there is scarcely any mud to 
discolor it. The average population with- 
in this total area of 700 aquare miles it« 
given by the gravity conduit peopie as be- 
tween six and seven persons. Their plan 
is to have thie area patrolled constant!y 
by 20 guards, who are to keep people off 
the tract and prevent any contamination 
ef the water flowing f[.om the hills down 
to the reservoir. They est'mate that the 
whole supply will not be les than 200,00,- 
oe gations of water dally. the spring to 
furnieh half or more than half of this, and 
the rock hille to make ap the belance. In 
their correspondence wiih the city Mr. 
Pratt and associates set forth that New 
York is securing her waiter this way, bring: 
ing it 42 miics from the Croten river 
through the flrest condult system in Amert- 
ca; thet Paris brings her water from «4 
similar reservoir which is in the bille 27 
miles from the city; that Boston has such 
a system, and Edinburgh, Scotland, of 
the finest in the world, all of these furnteh 
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cured from the rivers close to the cities.” 
So the plan ts to have a reservoir here i 
the Crawford and Pheips County hilis, 
another reservoir in the outskirts 
Louis. The reservoir here would 
miles long and from half to. three-quarters | 
of a mile wide. It wou'd be bounded upom - 
the sides oy hills, and would be secured 
at the east end by a4 strong retaining wall, 
It would have almost any depth desired, 
possibly more than WO feet at its lower end, 
lt would discharge only settled water inte 
the conduits for tranamission te the resem 
volr at St. Louls. There would be four 
condults. Each of these would be under 
ground some tirce or four feet. Each woul@, 
have at intervale brick chimneys extend- 
ing into the air at a considerable height te 
supply .the running water with pure aif, 
Each weuld be made 4 feet in diameter and 
of expanded metal between concrete and 
cement. They would go eround hills where 
possible, tunnel through those unavoldable, — 
and either go under rivers or cross them 
throvgh eix-foot steel piping serving as 
bridges.

E CAN foretell the future of man 
W only as we understand his past 

and present. Assuming that 
present influences wil] continue to operate, 
we may expect that the future man will 
continue to become more and more distinct- 
ly human. 

In his higher development the brain will 
play a pre-eminent part and will undergo 
great improvement. In other parts of 
the body no radicad changes are to be ex- 
pected. 

It tg improbable that new organs will be 
feveloped or that organs which now play 
an important function will be modified or 
loat. Such changes in the human body 
are rendered unnecessary by the fact that 
man adapts his surroundings to himself 
’ instead of adjusting himeelf to his environ- 
ments, as is the case with lower organism. 

For his protection against unfavorable 
climatic conditions man invents clothing 
and bullds houses; he uses weapons against 
, his enemies, both human and beastly, and 
produces machines which otherwise lift him 
' above his environment. 

Notwithstanding this genera) stability of 
the human body, however, certain minor 
changes are indicated by its present struct- 
ure and past history. There is reason to 
Dellieve that the number of ribs will be 
reduced by the complete loss of the floating 
ribs, and perhaps also by further degenera- 
tion of the upper end of the thorax. 

The human foot, which has been degraded 

from a grasping organ, such as we find in 
certain apes, to a mere ambulatory ap- 
pendage, will probably undergo further 
modification by the loss of the Hittle toe, 
the number of whose joints is reduced to 
two in a large percéntage of cases. 
The future man will not suffer from ap- 
pendicitis. At the present time thé ap- 
pendix undergoes considerable reduction 
during the course of an ordinary life. This 
change begins already in embryonic time 
and progresses steadily with advancing 
age. In adults about one-third of the cases 
examined show the appendix wholly or 
partiy closed, while in old age complete 
closure occurs in 50 per cent of the cases 
observed. These facts point to the com- 
plete closing of the appendix in the course 
of a few generations. 

In the man of the future the muscles of 
the face, which are steadily developing in 
reponse to the improvement of the mind, 
will display still greater delicacy of adjust- 
ment and better adaptation to higher uses. 

Tt is well known that facial expression 
becomes more diverse and vivacious 
highly civilised people, and in. those also 
the facial muscles show greater complexity 
than im lower races. From a comparison 
of portraits and modern faces Taine has 
remarked a great change in the facial ex- 
pression of Europeans since the time of 
Loule XIV—a change which he attributes 
to the more active cerebral life of the past 
B00 years. 

In the course of his development from a 
savage hunter to a philosopher, the sense 


in. 


organs of man have undergone certain 
changes which have probably not yet 
reached their limit. 

* Savages have more acute sense organs 
than civilized men, but in the latter these 
organs have a much greater range. An 


Indian distinguishes at a great. distance a .- 


color or an object which has an important 
bearing on his life, but his interest ends 
where his material welfare is not at stake. 
Civilized man, on the other hand, has an 
interest in all objects and all colors, and all 
become alike the subject of his investiga- 
tion, 

The nose plays a relatively subordinate 
role among civilized men, and even in the 
savage its importance is limited, if we take 
into consideration related animal forms. 
The olfactory organ of the savage is less 
acute than that of the animal, but more 
acute than that of higher races. 

This loss of efficiency has been compen- 
sated, in the course of human development, 
by the application of the organ to higher 
and more varied uses. To the uncivilized 
man, as well as to his animal ancestors, 
odors have importance only as they minis- 
ter to his material well-being; to the civi- 
lized man the fragrance of the flower be- 
comes a meane to intellectual activity and 
do, and its range of usefulness must con- 
quest of the natural world the sense of 
smell will always have important work to 
do, and its range of usefulnes must con- 
étantly increase. 

The ear of man may be expected to be- 
come more complex in the future in re- 
sponse to its continued education in a 
musical way, and the demand for finer dis- 
tinctions in pitch and quality of sound. The 
future man will be able to distinguish a 
greater variety of sounds and to hear vi- 
brations above and below those audible to 
the man of the present. 

The most remarkable development in the 
structure of the future man will occur in 
the brain, which, as the organ of the ex- 
panded mind, registers In its own structure 
the intellectual experience of the individual 
and of the race.. Not all parts of the brain, 
however, will share alike in this develop- 
ment. There are certain regions, including 
the sensory and motor centers, which will 
vary relatively little, for they present much 
the same simplicity of structure from the 
apes up to man. 

The improvement in the.brain will proba- 
bly affect also its quantity. Civilized man 
has a larger and heavier brain than lower 
races of men, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the limit has been reached in this 
direction. 

The higher development of the brain will 
probably be eccompanied by a general en- 
largement of the physical man, Civilized 
people have, in general, better and larger 
muscles than savages, in which the muscles 
are thin and the calf of the leg slender. 
The average European or American of the 
present is taller than the average man of 
2000 years ago. In spite of the tremendous 
influence of the Olympian games, which 
were observed throughout the period of 
Greek nationality, Greek athletes excelled 


those of modern times in few, if any, of the 
tests of strength and agility. 

So far as the records go, the pregent gen- 
eration has excelled any other of recent 
times, and our grandchildren wil probably 
surpass us still more. 

The increase in complexity of the brain in 
the future man will require a. prolongation 
of the period of infancy and youth for the 
development of body. The brain will need 
& longer “time to reach maturity and the 
growth of the entire body -will be. corres- 
pondingly retarded. . 

It is a general law of animal development 
that, in any given group, higher forms ma- 
ture more slowly than lower forms, and the 
law holde good among the races of man- 
kind. Europeans reach mature stature at 
23 years, Japanese at, 22, and negroes and 
Malays from 18 to 21. Advancement in the 
ecale of civilization, therefore, means an 
extension of the period of preparation for 
the work of life. 

But if the maturation of the future man be 
reached he will probably be compensated by 
a still greater extension of the period of life. 
Such an expectation is warranted by.the 
great advances made in recent years in the 
control of disease. Long life depends large- 
ly upon the conservation of the vital forces, 
which in the average man of the #fesent 
are apt to be weakened or dissipated by 
disease. The better control.of diseases or 
their complete eradication by the destrug- 
tion of the cause, will leave this store of en- 
ergy to drive the machinery of the body for 
a longer period. 

Moreover, men of today are learning that 
the art of living long is also the art of liv- 
ing happily, and that a healthy brain is not 
possible without a strong body. The man 
of the future will develop the body in order 
to think beter, and thus aid in the prolonga- 
tion of his life. 

The man of the future will have at his 
command superior methods of travel, which 
he will utilize and becomme more and more 
cosmopolitan. 
mingling of races his body will become 
more resistant to those diseases which now 
limit or prevent his residence in foreign 
lands, and he will acquire immunity to the 
effects of change of climate. 

Race and national characteristics will be 
changed In the course of future generations 
and new traits will appear. As a result of 
the mingling of peoples the color of the 
eyes and hair will become more uniform, 
on account of the absorption of the extreme 
blond and brunette types. 

In regard to the hair, the relative fre- 
quency of baldness among civilized. people 
is due to close-fitting hats. Better care in 
the future will gradually restore the natura] 
head-covering, which is almost superfluous 
with the present form of man's hat, 

The beard seems to have begun a retro- 
grade development also. Long hair .and 
beard were at one time a means of sexual 
attraction, but today brains are more high- 
ly esteemed among civilized people. In cer- 
tain. races, including the majority of the 
Chinese, there is in general a slight devel- 
Opment of hair on the face, and the beard- 
leas face is the natural ideal of manly 
beauty. The existence of such an ideal 
leads quite naturaly to its perpetuation by 
soxual selection. If such an ideal should 
take root among exisiting white races it 
would do much to hasten the reduction of 
the beard.and bring on a condition similar 
to that.existing among the Chinese. 

Future civilized nations. will have a com- 
mon language. As the different people are 
brought closer together by an ever-widen- 
ing community of interests, the tremendous 
waste involved in the use of a diversity of 
tongues will become more and more appar- 
ent, and a change will be demanded. The 
new language will be more economical than 
any of its predecessors and will permit a 
more rapid use in writing and speaking.

HAVE been back from the Philippines 
but three months, yet I have heard 
enough to know that the army is 


deeply interested in the St, Louls Worid’s 
Fair, and that the government stands reacy 
to do anything in its power to add to the 
attractiveness of the big exposition. 

The United States has appropriated a 
great deal of money, thus indicating Wasnh- 
ington’s great interest. Army men, taking 
this cle, are already discussing the prob- 
abilities of a fine military exhibit here in 
Jefferson Barracks. 

It would doubtless be interesting to 
thousands of visitors to the Fair to see 
a typical western army post.’ Evolutions 
of infantry, the fine drills of cavalry, the 
engineers at work, the wheeling of bat- 
teries into position and the heavy bom- 
bardments of coast artillery could not fall 
to arouse the enthusiasth of every Amer'!- 


can visitor and impress the foreigner with 
the efficiency of the United States army. 

Drills could be arranged daily and re- 
views weekly. In this manner it would be 
possible to see the men work separately 
and collectively against the enemy. There 
is plenty of room down here for a sham 
battle, in which all branches of the field 
service could participate. Such an exhi- 
bition would at least have the virtue of 
novelty at World's Fairs. 

Just now St. Louls is entertaining the 
first detachment of regular engineers in the 
history of the service micas times of 
peace. 

Prior to last February there was only one 
batialion of engineers in the regular serv- 
ice. This was stationed at Willis Point 
and was engaged mostiy.in torpedo experi- 
ments or acting as a school for officers. 
Under the new establishment this battalion 
has been increased to a regiment and com- 
panies are *cattered all over this country 
and the Philippines. 

In the spring or early summer the two 
companies here will be sent to Fort Leav- 
enworth, which Is to be the government's 
schoo! for post-graduate course for officers. 


All branches of the service will probably 
be represented there and the education of 
officers wil take a wider range than pricf 
to the Spanish war.

LIVE TO OLD AGE 


Three in Mississippi Claim to Be the 
Oldest in the Country; Illinois and 
Indiana Sets Have Passed Middle

HERE are some extraordinary families in the United States. The Sun- 

day Post-Dispatch has found a Mississippi family in which triplets, two 

boys and a girl, are alive and well at the age of 63 vears; an Indiana 

family in which there are triplets alive at 48 years; an Illinois family in which 

there are triplets alive at 45 years; an Indiana family in which twin brothers, now 

21 years old, are not only so alike in appearance that one cannot be told from the 

other, but are so alike in talent. taste and temperament that they both work at 

the same occupation, wear the same kinds of clothes, and are simultaneously 

actuated to do certain things; and a New Hampshire family in which there is a 
great grandmother at 52 years.

Bunday Fost-Dispatch has not found in the 
United States anything quite so remarkable 
in family records, but it has nevertheless 
found some famijles which are extraordi- 
mary for this day and age. 

J. F. Price and his brother Henry of Jack- 


son, Miss., and Mrs. Nancy Phillips of 
Webster County, Mississippi, are triplets 
63 years of aze. It is believed they are 
the oldest triplets in the United States. 
They are all strong and powerful people, 
the brothers each measuring one inch over 
six feet in height and weighing 170 pounds, 
and their sister being a large, handsome 
woman. They were born in Cumberland 
County, North Carolina, in March, 1829. 
J. F. Price has been married twice, and 
has six children.

HE first sisterhood for Polish women in America is being organized in St. 
Louis, and will be known as the Sisters of St. Francis of St. Louis. 
Archbishop John J, Kain has issued a decree authorizing its establish- 


ment in the parish of St. Stanislaus, the church of whic is on Twentieth street, 


near Cass avenue. 


The parent house of the order will be in a three-story structure at 1489-41-43 
North Ninth street, which adjoins the parish school and already is the property 


of the church. 


HE memberrhip, at the beginning of 
T the Sisters of St. Francis in St. Louis, 

will consjet of three sisters, who have 
been transferred from the Sisters of St. 
Francis of Oldenburg to the new order, and 
five novices who have expressed a desire 
to enter tho sisterhood in anticipation of 
{te formation. The novices are from the 
parieh of St. Stanislaus. 

The organization of the order will be com- 
plete when Archbishop Kain shall appoint 
@ mother superior, who must be one of the 
three sisters, and the special commission 
shall agree upon the rules for the order. 

The commission is composed of Very Rev. 
Hugolinus Sterff, O. F. M. Franciscan Pro- 
vineolal in St. Louis; Rev. William Faerber, 
pastor of St. Mary of Victories, at Third 
and Gratiot stréets, and Rev. Urban Stan- 
owski, pastor of St. Stanislaus’ Church. 

The commission probably will require 
two months in which to complete its work. 
Meanwhile, the order will be governed by 
the rules of the Third Order of St. Fran- 
eis of Oldenburg, which the commission 
will revise for the society. 

The habit of the members probably will 
be the same as that worn by the Sisters 
of Oldenburg—a black gown, with white

HB establishment of a sisterhood for 
Polish women bas been my dream 
for many years. I have advocated 

% ectively since I became familiar with 
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Certain conditions in the church, which 
hamper the proper education of Polish chil- 
Gren in thin country. This knowledge was 
acquired by my experience in the school 
of my parish. 

While Polish sisters to teach in the 
schools have often been avaliable, the head 
of the institution is of another nationality, 
usually German. In most cases, she knows 
nothing of Polish and has little sympathy 
with the customs and manners of Polish 
people. 

But she is the head of the house and, as 
such, must come in contact constantly with 
the parents of the children in the school. 
She may be acceptable to them and she may 
not. While they will not be openly hos- 
tile to her, they cannot, of course, have 
for her that sympathy they would feel if 
she were of their own nation. 


The sisterhood for Polish women is de- 
signed to remedy this condition by supply- 
ing not only Polish sisters to :nstruct Polish 
schools, but also Polish mother superiors 
who will understand the persons to whose 
spiritual wants they will aseist in adminis- 
tering. 

This sisterhood has long been the hope, 
not only of the Polish women of the United 
States, but also of all the Poli¢gh priests 
in the country. Heretofore, younk women 
of our nationality, who have been called 
to the religious life, have been compelled 
to associate themselves with communities 
whose tongue is foreign to them. All have 
had the hope of being calied upon some 
day to teach children in their native tongue 
and many of them have had this pleasure. 
But they have beeen compelled to take 
such work as has been allotted to them by 
the mother superiors who have not always 
consulted their wishes. Indeed, this ar- 
rangement has worked great hardships 
upon the Polish sistes in many cases and 
they have been given work without regard 
to their qualifications, 


" My parish has been very fortunate in its 


instructors, and we have never had any 
friction or lack of enthusiasm here. Out 
of the #0 families in this jurisdiction not 
a child of school age attends any but the 
parish school. But I have nevertheless 
been greatly interested in this anti-Polish 
condition because it has affected the inter- 
ests of the church and hes caused the 
parish system in some places to be sup 
ported in @ lukewarm fashion. 

I spent several years acquiring data in

support of the move for a Polish sister- 
hood. I visited the Polish parishes through- 
out the country, particularly those tn Chi- 
cago, Detroit, New York and Pennsylvania. 
In the latter state I found the situation de- 
plorable. In the large mining districts, 
where there are thousands of my fellow 
countrymen and multitudes of children, 
there are no schools because there is no 
Polish sisterhood to supply instructors for 
them. In nearly all the Polish parishes 
of this country the schools are not as suc- 
cessful as they should be because of the 
same condition. 

I presented my observations and statis- 
tics to Archbishop Kain. He immediate- 
ly saw the justice of my contention thet 
the time had come in this country when 
the church should give the Polish-Ameri- 
cans a sisterhood through which educa- 
tion according to their own religious scru- 
ples should be given their children. He 
issued the decree and the order will be or- 
ganized as soon as the few minor details 
can be arranged. 

It.is our plan to build the community of 
new material, although a few Polish sistors 
will be transferred from other orders upon 
application. I expect the order to grow 
rapidly, as Polish people, and especially 
women, are intensely religious, and there 
are many calls among them to religious 
life. One of the three sisters who have 
already been transferred to the order will 
be appointed mother superior by the Arch- 
bishop. After that the mother superior 
will be eleeted every three years. By the 
first election I shall be surprised if there 
are not 50 sisters in the community. 

None but Polish Catholics can understand 
the importance of the establishment of this 
sisterhood to them. It means that their 
children will receive inetruction in the 
manner which they regard as orthodox. We 
are all good Americans and we came here 
to live. But we want ou rchildren to be 
instructed in the Polish language. That, 
in our judgment, is the only proper instruc- 
tion. In all other things we want. the 
instruction to be in English. The Polish 
people are loyal to their native tongue in 
religious affairs. Witness the troubles in j 
German, where Polish mothers are sent to 
prison because they will not learn the Lu- 
theran catechism. 

Under the influence of the Polish sister- 
hood, with its parent house in St. Louis, 
the Polish parish schools throughout the 
country will enjoy unparaileled prosperity. 
We hope, within a year, to be able to sup- 
ply all the schools in the United States 
with teachers. The new sieterhood is open 
to all Polish-American women. We want 
novices now and I am sure plenty of them 
will apply. There ts no question about the 
groWth of the sisterhood. It is one of the

HE first sisterhood for Polish women in America is being organized in St. 
Louis, and will be known as the Sisters of St. Francis of St. Louis. 

Archbishop John J. Kain has issued a decree authorizing its establish- 

ment in the parish of St. Stanislaus, the church of which is on Twentieth street, 


The parent house of the order will be in a three-story structure at 1489-41-48

In the latter state I found the situation de- 
plorable. In the large mining districts, 
where there are thousands of my fellow 
countrymen and multitudes of children, 
there are no schools because there is no 
Polish sisterhood to supply instructors for 
them. In nearly all the Polish parishes 
of this country the schools are not as suc- 
cessful as they should be because of the 
same condition. 

I presented my observations and statis- 
tics to Archbishop Kain. He immediate- 
ly saw the justice of my contention thet 
the time had come in this country when 
the church should give the Polish-Ameri- 
cans a sisterhood through which educa- 
tion according to their own religious scru- 
ples should be given their children. He 
issued the decree and the order will be or- 
ganized as soon as the few minor details 
can be arranged. 

It. is our plan to build the community of 
new material, although a few Polish sistors 
will be transferred from other orders upon 
application. I expect the order to grow 
rapidly, as Polish people, and especially 
women, are intensely religious, and there 
are many calls among them to religious 
life. One of the three sisters who have 
already been transferred to the order will 
be appointed mother superior by the Arch- 
bishop. After that the mother superior 
will be eleeted every three years. By the 
first election I shall be surprised if there 


Certain conditions in the church, which 
hamper the proper education of Polish chil- 
Gren in this country. This knowledge was 
acquired by my experience in the school 
of my parish. 

While Polish sisters to teach in the 
schools have often been available, the head 
of the institution is of another nationality, 
usually German. In moet cases, she knows 
nothing of Polish and has little sympathy 
with the customs and manners of Polish 
people. 


But she is the head of the house and, as 
such, must come in contact constantly with 
the parents of the children in the school. 
She may be acceptable to them and she may 
not. While they will not be openly hos- 
tile to her, they cannot, of course, have 
for her that sympathy they would feel if 
she were of their own nation. 


The sisterhood for Polish women is de- 
signed to remedy this condition by supply- 
ing not only Polish sisters to :nstruct Polish 
schools, but also Polish mother superiors 
who will understand the persons to whose 
spiritual wants they will aseist in adminis- 
tering.

TRUST company is a corporation, the 
most accented power of which is to 
perform duties which formerly could 

only be performed by individuals. The 
executions of trusts is ite chief purpose, 
but its duties extend to nearly all trans- 
actions of finance under proper limitations. 

Trust laws vary in different states, ac- 
cording as corporations are regarded as 
trust agencies. In some states the preju- 
dice against the performance of a_trust by 
@ corporation is so great that the s limit 
‘ trust companies to a small sphere. This 
is not the case in Misourl, however, where 
the laws are very liberal and give to trust 
companies all the powers they could rea- 
gsonably desire. 

Our statutes define trust company pow- 
ers under nine different heads, which I will 
take up in order. 

1. A trust company may receive money 
in trust or on deposit. If on deposit, it 
must pay interest. It must retain the po- 
sition of biiyer and seller all time, wi*h 
the consideration active. It cannot, there- 
fore allow courtesy loans, as by overdraft. 
Tt cannot perform the function of discount- 
ing paper which belong to a bank, because 
there is clearly no trust operation in it. 
Many trust companies now seek fluctuating 
acounts, but the only ideal deposit is that 


which varies little. Trust companies usual- 
ly make long loans and consequently that 
money which is deposited one day and 
drawn out the next is of little real value 
to it. Under this division the trust com- 
pany is authorized to receive personal prop- 
erty for safekeeping and to guarantee spe- 
cial deposits. It is also empowered to 
G0 a safety deposit business and to rent 
boxes for that purpose. 

2. It may accept and execute any trust 
given to it by & person, corporation or 
court. It may become a receiver or as- 
signee for a corporation. 

&. It may take and hold any real or per- 

sonal property in trust, and it may execute 
as principal or surety any bond in a lega! 
‘or equitable proceeding and may guaran- 
tée such principal or surety. 
* 4 It may act on behalf of any person or 
corporation in the management of person- 
el property and its sale and conveyance 
and in the investment of money. It may 
register, transfer or countersign stocks, 
bonds or other evidences of debt for others 
when properly authorized, 

5. It may accept and execute trusts for 
married women. That is to say, it may 
manage their property or hold property for

It 
aigo may guarantee and certify titles to 
real estate. 

8 It may lend money on real estate and 
on collateral security. 

9. It may buy government, state, munici- 
pal and other bonds. It may nego@tate 
stocks and securities. 

The trust company in Missouri must have 
a capital stock of not less than $100,0°0 nor 
more than $10,000,000. Its board of direct- 
ors must contain from 6 to 25 personas, all 
of whom -must be etockholders, and the 
majority of them citizens of the city or 
town where the company carries on its 
business. If it makes a deposit of $200,000 
with the state superintendent of insurance 
it may become sole surety on the bonds 
of foreign companies wishing to do buasl- 
ness in this state. 

The fundamental! ideas in a trust com- 
pany. are the execution of trusts with sure- 
ty and promptness. A company always 
does business beiter than an individual be- 
cause it operates by a system, while the 
individuals work by convenience. Every 
department of a trust company is run by 
a system that is carefully supervised and 
@ man is employed to give his whole at- 
tention to it. 

The records of the courts show how much 
more satisfactorily the average trust is 
performed by a corporation than by an 
individual. 

One of the best conditions brought about 
by the trust company is the obviating of 
the necessity of establishing business rela- 
tions between members of a family or 
friends. This relationship is one of the 
most dangerous devices of testators and 
persons with property to put in trust. 
Many family .estramements have been 
caused by it..- ; 

If a man has five children and leaves 
his property to one in trust for all or 
makes one of them sole executor of his 
will, he may have adopted a sure course 
to enmity between them. The four may 
be arrayed against the one in an effort to 
procure their proper sharvs. 

If the testator makes a friend his trus- 
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tee, his children or the beneficiaries of his 
trust may be alligned against the friend, 
who probably is not receiving a cent for 
his work. If, however, the trustee is a 
corporation, the children will stand to- 
gether and the interest of one will be the 
intereat of all. The asurance of full justice 
to all is complete. If the corporation fails 
to perform its trust to the satisfaction of 
he heirs, they can go to court, and indi- 
viduals always have he advantage in court 
proceedings over corporations. 

The patron of a trust company may be 
assured that his interests will always be 
carefully guarded. An attorney of ability 
is employed by it to look after his interests 
in common with the interests of the other 
persons. The counselor's advice is free, if 
the patron prefers it to that of his own 
attorney, when his intereste have any- 
thing to do with the trust company. 

If the patron does not wish to pay for 
the drawing of his own will the company’s 
attorney will draw it, although this practice 
ia not encouraged. Two heads are better 
than one, and trust companies insist that 
their patrons’ will be drawn by the patrons’ 
attorneys. Then the trust attorneys can 
pass on the documents, and in the friction 
between them and the other counselors a 
good will likely will be drawn. It ts bet- 
ter, however, for the attorney for the com- 
pany to draw patrons’ wilis than to allow 
them to draw it. In the first place, no man 
is good at drawing his own will. Some of 
the finest lawyers have attempted the feat 
and their productions have failed absolut- 
ely. In the second place, any man who 
is his own lawyer, according to an old 
saying, has a fool for a client and a foo 
for an attorney. 

Of course, the trust company's counsel 
does not worry himself about instrumente 
of this character unless the institution is 
to be made executor or trustee under them. 

The trust company has accomplished 
much in the administration of estates and 
the execution of wills. Its promptness and 
security are making it popular. Since 1 
have been in trugt company business : 
have received many complimentary letters 
from probate judges, who have declared 
that they wished trust companies could 
handle all estates, because there would 
then be no deiay in their settlement. Every 
trust company has a man who looks after 
such cases, and it is a part of his respons!i- 
bility to see that they are adjusted satis- 
factorily and honestly. So distinguished a 
probate jurist as the late J. G@. Woerner ex- 
pressed himself once as believing the law 
should be amended so as to allow a trust 
company to serve as public administrator. 

The element of security is especially con- 
vincing. The trust company cannot flee 
the country if it becomes involved, and 
it cannot shoot itself. It must face the 
music. But there is nothing for it to gain 
by the mismanagement of an euvtate, and 
everything may be lost. Its reputation is 
ite chief stock in trade, and, as it depends 
for its existence upon this, it must keep it 
epotiess. 

The private trustee, or the person who 
accepts a solitary trust, is Mable to be 
negligent of it. He may have so many 
other business interests that are of vital 
concern to his prosperity, and he must 
look after himself first and others after 
ward. If his inferests and that of the 
trust conflict, the balance probably would 
fall his way uniess he should be an ex- 
traordinary man. 

The interest of the trust company is al- 
ways identical with its cient. Its sole 
interest is to promote the patron's welfare. 
In doing that it promotes its own prosper- 
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ity. Conflicts of authority are impossible. 

The conservatively operated trust com. 
pany conforms itself strictly te trus: worl 
and avoids conflict with other business in- 
terests. Under their charters, trust con- 
cerns could become competitors in a mul- 
titude of enterprises which would be per- 
mitted under a liberal interpretation of the 
statutes. It has a right to collect rents «nd 
do a general real estate business, and it 
can become a competitor in the stock and 
bond brokerage field, but all .this must 
be done under the guise of trust work. 
It cannot become a real estate agent or 
a bond broker, as such. 

The gene.al proposition that a trust 
company iz better equipped to handle mon- 


ey than an individflal is clearly true. Its 
opportunity for investments and its sys- 
tem of making them give it a great advan- 
tage. It is vigilant in executing its in- 
structions and its interest is to do its 
best by its patrons. 

The trust company ftdea was the result 
of the inadequacy of banks to fill certain 
needs every community feels. If the banks 
had been'able to give the required service, 
there would never have been a trust com- 
pany. But banking laws are so strict that 
an Institution organized under them is so 
trammeled by rules that it can operate 
only in a certain prescribed direction. The 
trust company operates in all directions. 
It is freer, broader, and therefore more 


efficient in general service to a community 
than a bank. 

The need for a trust company in St. Louis 
was felt long before it was filled, and the 
time was fuly ripe when I formed the 
St. Louis Trust Co. in October, 1889. On 
the day after the organization was effected 
Y was told by many persons that they had 
contemplated a similar movement, That 
showed what the feeling was in this com- 
munity for a trust company. 

Since then many trust companies have 
been organized and they are factors of the 
greatest importance in the community. St 
Louis will gain largely by them. They 
encourage thrift in many ways and open 
the way for good investments.

ceiving apparatus. Running from the roof 
of this little houge are two short, upright 
poles, between which stretches a horizonta! 
wire. A long vertical wire ascends the after 
mast of the Kaiser, The ship's mast is 
surmounted by e@ long pole—the ‘Marcon! 
mast,"’ from the top ef which runs the 
wire which projects the wireless message 
into surrounding space. 

The house on the Kaiser was built es- 
‘pecially for the Marconi instruments, and 
the operator, Herr George Kroncke, boasts 
of having the most complete and effect- 
ive wireless plant in marine service. 

Several improvements have just been in- 
troduced Into the Kaiser's wireless installa- 
tion. It was mainiy owing to this fact 
that the ships were enabled to hold their 
record conversation.

HE Kaiser and the Lucania were at 
varying distances apart while the 
ships were in communication with 

each other for a period of three days. This 
distance ranged from 2 to © miles. 

The wireless messages received on both 
ships were painly made out; there were no 
mistaken readings or blunders of any kind. 
The conditions were perfect for our pur<

had heard it said that fog would prevent the 
sending of meseages owing to its absorp- 
tion of the oscillations. 

Our recent experiment proved, however, 
that the Marconi system is extremely val- 
uable in a fog. This is a point well worth 
demonstrating. 

I am of opinion that fog is, in fact, an aid 
to the sending of wireless messages. The 
atmosphere when damp and full of fog 
serves as a better conductor than it would 
if dry. 

The Lucania left New York three hours 
ahead of the Kaiser on the mornnig of Sat- 
urday, Dec. 14. The speed of the Lucania 
is 20 knots an hour; so that vessel was 
just 60 miles away from us when we left 
New York. As, however, the Kaiser makes 
two knots an hour more than the Cunarder, 
we hoped to diminish the distance between 
the two ships before many hours. 


About 2 o'clock p. m. on the léth, when 
we had passed well out to sea, I was in 
the wireluss operating room when I re- 
ceived the letters “N. &."" They were re- 
peated a number of times, and I knew 
that some ship was calling the Nantucket 
lightship. 

I opened up my instrument and sent the 
message: 

“Who is it that is calling the Nantucket 
lightship?’’ 

"L. A.—L. A.~—L. A.,”” came back over the 
sea, and I knew that the Lucania was talk- 
ing to Nantucket. 

The Lucania then asked me to send him 
the letter ““V" twenty times. This waa 
done to show that our instruments weré 
atuned and were working together. 

I expected to begin talking to the Lu- 
cania then, but Instead I received this mes- 
sage from them: 

“Stand by your instrument. We will talk 
to you later. 

I stood by the receiver. Presently I heard 
the Lucania sending out the message, ‘BE. 
A.—E. A.—E. A.” They were calling the 
Etruria. 

The Etruria was about @ miles away 
from the Lucania to the south of the 
Nantucket light and was inbound from Eu- 
rope. 

Doubtless the Lucania—outbhound, 
ourselves—wished the give some 
to the Etruria before the latter vessel 
got out of range of the wireless signals. 

The Lucania and Etruria began. talking 
to each other. I could tel Just what they 
were saying, a8 my receiving apparatus 
was in splendid condition and caught ev- 
erything that was going on im the atmos. 
phere. 

Presently something seemed to be inter- 
fering with the tal. between the Etruria 
and Lucania. Then I received from the Lu- 
cania this message: 

“Tell ‘N. 8." (Nantucket lightship) to shut 
up.” 

It seems that messages sent from the 
ightship were reaching out Into space and 
dipping Into the conversation going on be- 
tween the Lucania and the Etruria, 

I sent the message from the Kaiser, as 
the Locania, and then the

would call me up when she was ready, 
and so I did not try to send anything to 
her that afternoon. About 9:45 that night, 
however, I called up the Nantucket light- 
ship, which was about 60 miles away. I 
said: 

“Can you send some messages ashore 
for the Kaiser?” 

The Nantucket people answered ‘Yes.”’ 

Previous to this time there had been post- 
ed. in the dining room of the Kaiser a no- 
tice from the Marconi International Marine 
Communication Co. reading: 

“Passengers wishing to send telegrams 
will please hand them to the operator. Tele- 
grams should be written on the company’s 
printed forms, which are provided for the 
purpose,” 

A number of passengers availed them- 
selves of this service, and I soon began 
sending messages of various kinds to the 
Nantucket lightship. 

These telegrams were paid for by the 
passengers at the rate of 12 cents a word, 
this being exclusive of land charges. 

The messages were sent from the Nan- 
tucket ship to the shore, thus reaching 
their destination. I talked to the Nantucket 
people for about an hour and eae half. 

We were now too far from the lightship 
to send any more messages. Strange to 
relate, however, though I could send no 
more messages to the lightship, I could read 
the lightship megsages which were being 
sent ashore from Nantucket. 

We were about 8 miles away, 
haps 90, by this time. 

Shortly after we stopped talking to Nan- 
tucket the Etrurta picked us up. She had 
been talking to the Lucania up to this time. 
The Etruria was about 3 miles away from 
us when she began talking. 

Of course, all my communicants were out 
of sight. The Lucania was @ miles away,

We then began sending messages for the 
passengers.

As the noon hour aproached, the two 
ships compared their time. It was standard 
time, 11:45 a. m. 

Messages between the two ships were 
interchanged throughout the entire after- 
noon, and we left our instruments about 
midnight. 

Early the next morning, Dec. 16, Mon.

again. On this day the Kaiser passed the 
Lucania. We interchanged signals to see 
that our instruments were working cor- 
rectly, as°on the previous day. 

On this morning we struck a thick fog.

When we passed out of the fog, we wired 
that information back to the Lucania. They 
told us they were in the fog and thanked 
us for telling them there was clear wea- 
ther ahead.

The transfer was made very quietly in a 
faw office in the Mills building in San 
Wrancisco in the presence of Mrs. Stanford 
and a few attorneys.

The result is that today Stanford Univer- 
aity ie the richest endowed institution of 

in the whole world. Various uni- 
endowments follow: Stanford Uni- 
veraity, $22,000,000; Girard College, $15,000,000; 
ty of Chicago, $10,000,000; Corneli 
Whiversity $10,000,000; Columbia University, 


$9,500,000; University of Pennsylvania, $8,- 
600,000; Universitv-of California, $8,000,0u0; 
Harvard University $6,000,000; Northwestern 
University, $6,000,000; Washington Univer- 
sity. St. Louis, $5,000,000. 

Harvard and Columbia get $450,000 a year 
each from tuition. Stanford is free and has 
no revenue from students. California gets 


$450,000 regular income from the state for 


its academic departments. 

It costs considerably more than $1000 a 
Gay to run Stanford University. There 
are approximately 1400 students in constant 
attendance, almost 500 of them women, and 
more than one-third of all these students 
come from outside the state of California, 
from other states and foreign countries. 
There are 150 professors and other teachers. 

Since the univesity first opened its doors, 
Oct. 1, 1891, after being legally founded in 
May, 1887, it has received about 4500 matric- 
ulated students from all parts of the world, 
and has conferred degrees upon 1200. The 
sroup of buildings, all in soft yellow sand- 
Stone with red tile roofs, has steadily grown 
and is still growing, and a large campus 
settlement has developed with beautiful res- 
idences, and a neighboring town of Palo 
Alto has sprung up, with a population of 
1600, from fields as bare as were those 1) 
years ago where the university stands to- 
day. 

Besides having the largest endowment 
of any college in the world, Staniord Uni- 
versity has the highest paid president. 
Jordan receiving $10,000 a year; it has the 
largest railroad library in the world: it 
has the largest campus of any college in 
the world, 9000 acres. It has a $200,000 
chapel building, said to be the finest in 
America, with an organ of 3000 pipes. It 
has a library building with shelvcs fox 
200,000 books, und already 50,000 volumes in 
place, including the Hiidebrand library 
from Germany, which was the finest pri- 
vate collection of 5000 rare books. It has 
& student assembly hall like a great theater 
in a stone building, with seats for 1700 peo- 
ple. It has a large law library, including 
all the splendid private law library of the 
late Justice Stephen J. Field, who was one 
of the trustees of the university. It has 
an art museum as an auxiliary part of a 
very large general museum, and that addi- 
tion alone is to cost $150,000. 

In the chapel, which is Mrs. Stanford's 
particular pet and pride, is some mosaic 
work, unique of its kind in this country, 
but this is surpassed in interest by the 
memorial arch, now completed, which 
stands so high that it almost dwarfs the 
low buildings with their Moorish archways, 
which perpetuate the architectural syle of 
Callfornia’s early missions. 

The modeling and carving of the colossal 
frieze of the Stanford memorial arch has 
been successfully completed. It is one of 
the greatest undertakings in sculpture of 
modern times. Nowhere in the world has 
been carried out work of such dimensions 
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and quantity. There are over one hundred 
colossal figures, animals and attributes. 
The statues are 12, feet high, and some of 
the allegorical] figures are 12 feet. In olden 
times the carrying out of such a tremen- 
dous amount of work would have taken 
from 15 to 20 years for a dozen sculptors, 
but In these days of hustling even sculptors 
have to rush their work in steam engine 
atyle. To carry out such a work suc- 
cesfully there were morking models to be 
made one-quarter of the actual size. From 
these working models the measurements 
are taken with a pointing machine and 
transferred to the stone. The arch is over 
100 feet in height and built from San Jose 
sandstone; the frieze is 80 feet from the 
ground, and there the work was done on 
two suspended ecaffoldings, each % feet 
long and six feet wide, solidly constructed 
of iron and wood, suspended on three pieces 
of 8x8 heavy timber, over 40 feet long. On 
these stagings were a dozen men working 
in the air: they had to cilmb a 30-foot al- 
most perpendicular ‘ladder. The stagings 
were continuously swina*ng to and fro on 
account of being suspended by ropes and 
exposed to the wind, and few men were 
found who would trust their lives to such 
risky work. It took 21 men to raise or 
lower one of the stagings. Five and six 
men were on each staging. Their im- 
mense pointing machine ran on wheels and 
a number of tracks, to be more easily 
ghifted; the aid of a man was necessary 
to move these machines for the pointers. 

The carvers sat on step-ladders and boxes 
alongside the plaster models, cutting the 
stone with heavy steel hammers and mal- 
lets. The figures are almost round and a 
man looks like a baby alongzide these 
stone giants. Rupert Schmid, the sculptor, 
was over 18 months working on this frieze, 
with the assistance of a dozen men. The 
modeling was done in a studio express. y 
built for this purpose on the campus. 

For the allegorical figures like “Liberty,” 

“Columbia.” “Science,” ‘‘Ceres,”’ etc., etc., 
two beautiful young ladies residents of 
Mayfield, Cal. posed. The students of the 
university tock a great interest in the 
work, and many athletic students and well- 
formed young women attending the univer- 
sity volunteered to aid the artist. For the 
horses some of the great Stanford thor- 
oughbreds were at the disposal of the ar- 
tist. 
The work is entirely satisfactory to the 
representatives of Mrs. Stanford and Pres- 
ident Jordan and meets with general ap- 
proval and admiration, and is certainiy the 
most conspicuous and interesting work of 
art at the great institution. 

The frieze is exceedingly ambitious in 
conception, representing as it does the pro- 
gress of civilization from Columbus to the 
present day. Columbus is represented as 
taking his mission frem Providence. Op- 
posed by the spirit of medievalism he 
tears the vel) from America. Las Casas 
is shown preaching to the Indians; then 
liberty protecting Religion; then the Pil- 
grims at Plymouth; then the _ thirteen 
states, led by Washington on horseback; 
then the figure of Columbia; then Abun- 
dance leading the way westward, with Agrt- 
culture and Manufactures. Various arts 
and sciences follow, leading up to Califor- 
nia. The end of the, procession shows Mr. 
and Mrs. Stanford on horseback. The good 
taste of this introduction of the Stanfords 
has been questioned. Artistically, also, the 
frieze leaves something to be desired—astill, 
it is an interesting and important work. 

To return for a moment to Mrs. Stan- 
ford’s magnificent endowment, how great 
is the landed gift may be imagined from the 
wealth of the Vina ranch alone, an estate 
of 55,000 acres in one farm, where 22,00 
pounds of grapes are picked every year, 
where there is one vault containing $1,000,- 
00 worth of fine brandy, where there are 
30,000 sheep, 7000 lambs, 2000 hogs, hundreds 
of head of fine horses and a world record 
vineyard said to be worth $8,000,000, though 
not appraised so highly by Mrs. Stanford in 
the estimate of the amount of her gift. 
But the lands of Stanford University are

The late James Campbell left an estate 
valued at $7,000,000 invested in Hawallan 
sugar plantations and California rea) es- 
tate. After his death, about two years ago, 
hia widow took up her residence in San 
José so as to be near her four girls, who 
were pupils at the Notre Dame Convent. 

There was no fairer flower than Abagall 
Campbell] in the “rosebud garden of giris’’ 
graduated last year from the Notre Dame 
College. Beloved by her teachers and class- 
mates, bleseed with beagity and wealth, she 
certainly was Fortune's favorite. The fu- 
ture stretched rose-tinted for this daughter 
of a man who rose from a ship carpenter 
to the confidant of the Kings of Hawaii, 
the gneniest sugar planter of his day, and a 
power in California finance. Friends sug- 
gested qa European trip for the young grad- 
uate, and hinted at a titled marriage. But 
Mistress Abbie laughed merrily at the idea 
of going title-hunting, and declared that she 
only longed for Honolulu, her father's ear- 
ly home. She didn't-even wait to make her 
formal bow to San Francisco society, but, 
with the boxes of exquisite gowns intended 
for her debut. sailed for Hawaill. 

She arrived there just the day before the 
great Mardi Gras-ball given February last. 
Who could more fittingly queen it at this 
carnival of mirth than the daughter of 
James Campbell. So the committee had de- 
cided, and they proffered their earnest re- 
quest, before Mrs. Campbell and her daugh- 
ter were fairly down the steamer's gang- 
plank. 


The next day was a very busy one for 
Miss Campbell. Fresh from the calm of the 
convent, she was fluttered over the thought 
of the Mardi Gras. There was a gorgeous 
gown of silver and white among her com- 
ing-out costumes, and this was selected as 
moet fitting the queen's part. But where to 
get the robe of ruby and ermine, that was 
the perplexing problem. It was solvd by a 
memienger from Queen Lilivuokalani, who 


many others had stormed in vain. 

After the Mardi Gras ball Prince David 
gave a series of entertainments in Miss 
Campbell's honor at his palace at Wéaikike 
—the arivtocratic beach suburb of Honolulu. 
Prince David and hie brother, Prince Cupid, 
who married an Hawaiian belie, live as 
befit sons of a royal house. Their aunt, 
TAliuokalani, gave them each large for- 
tunes before the annexation. Should her 
claims for the royal sugar lands pess 
through Congress Prince David will profit 
greatly thereby, for, as the elder prince, he 
stood next in line to the throne. 

Uniike Count Castellane, Prince David is 
no plotter for the return of loyalty to his 
Republican-gripped native land. He bawed 
to the Inevitable when the Stars and stripes 
were run up over the royal palace at Hono- 
lulu on Annexation Dey, and thereafter 
studied to become a. worthy citisen of the 
great republic. 

This “never say die’ spirit is almost as 
strong in Prince David as it was in James 
Campbell, the father of the prince's bride. 
Fancy a man scrambling ashore on a South 
Sea island with nothing but the clothes on 
his back and piling up a fortune of -§7,000,- 
000. That is what James Campbell did. His 
life is replete with incidents that rival the 
adventures of Robinson Crusoe, For in- 
stance, one day in San Francisco he re- 
ceived notice to call at a certain house on a 
big business scheme. Once inside he was 
set upon by three thugs who felled him to 
the floor and securely bound him hand and 
foot. Pen and ink were set before him, and 
his right arm was loosened, and he was or- 
dered to write a check for $20,000. He re- 
fused. He was threatened, and attempts 
were made to torture him. But he stub- 
bornly held out for three days, and then 
succeeded in escaping from the place. He 
reported the matter to the police, and they 
succeeded in making several arrests. The 
chief culprit is now serving time in the 
state penitentiary. 

Campbell was alive with this indomitable 
spirit in 1852 when, as a ship's carpenter, 
he landed on the islands.one day from. & 
whaler and fell in lové with the surround- 
ings. He refused to go back to his veasel, 
and thenceforth cast his lot with the na- 
tives. He worked on such whalers as came 
into the harbor, saved his money, and 
eventually married the daughter of another 
white man in the port. Several years later 
she died, and he married again. The day 
finally came when the whalers quit winter- 
ing in the harbor, and Campbell had noth- 
ing to do. But he was a man of resources, 
He bought a patch of land and started to 
farm sugar. That was thé source of the im- 
mense wealth that came to him. Kameha- 
meha V, then King of Hawall, started a su- 
gar plantation near Campbell's. After sink- 
ing barrels of money, the monarch became 
tired of his venture and sold it to the ex- 
ship’s carpenter for a song. Campbell now 
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threw more of his indomitable energy into 
the combined plants. He introduced steam 
crushing machines, and in a little while 
the natives called him ‘“oha_ miliiona,” 
which means a man worth a miliion in 
money, a lord of lords. Later on he bought 
more Jands and set out more sugar, and so 


‘his» millions grew till he was accounted by 


far the greatest sugar king on the Islands. 
But’all bie money was not salted away in 
Hawail holdings.. A big hotel in Ban Jose 
and other valuable real estate in California 
made*him as prominent on this side of the 
Pactiftc.- 

Such was the history of the man whose 
daughter Prince David Kawananakoa wooed 
under the palms of Waikike. But there was 
no ‘sordid glitter of her father’s money bags 
to spoil the remance. Prince David does 
not need to gild hie fortunes by marriage. 
It was 8 love match unalicved. 

But Mrs. Campbell, while favoring the 
prince’s suit, insisted on a period of proba- 
tion. Her daughter was very young, and 
had yet seen nothing of the world, and the 
wise mother wanted her to ree! sure of her- 
self before marrying, A trip to Europe was 
planned at the prince’s suggestion, and to 
Miss Abbie’s intense satisfaction, for Prince 
David was not to be of the party. 

So Mrs. Campbell and her beautiful

Miss Arrowsmith has told the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch her story. She has refused 
to aecredit herself with anything remark- 
able. She says she has simply dene what 
any woman with spunk may do-—gone out 
in the thick of a very wild life In a hew 
country and taken her chance with men. 
She pooh-poohs the hardehips as people fn 
the United States ordinarily understand 
them. Nome. she says, Is a good place to 
live.

STARTED out to make $750,000, and I 
| have a part of it now. I chose mining 

because .there is money in it, and be- 
cause a woman can make a succeas of 
it as well as a man can if she has the pluck 
and attends to her business as well as he 
attends to his. 

I have been mining MM years. Why 
shouldn't I have gone to the Nome country 
when gold wes found there? There is noth- 
ing strange in my going from London to 
Alaska alone to take up mining claims. It 
is the simplest thing In the world. I met 
with people interested in mining, and I 
caught the mining fever. I was quite alone 
in the world, and there was no reason why 
1 should not follow my own inclinations. 
I had been ali over the gold fields of Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, and when gold 
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was discovered in the Klondike I started 
for that point. I did not get there fh time 
to do any good. All the valuable claims 
had been taken up. { was one of the 
five women who were there before the 
railroads were built. 

When gold was discovered in the Nome 
district I immediately started for that 
point. People \tried to discourage me by 
predicting all sorts of dangers. I told 
them I had heard all about, the dangers 
and that I wanted to see them. I found 
none greater than I had ‘left. 

I would rather be aloné at midnight in 
a mining camp with # miners, & hundred 
miles away from a town or officers of the 
law than to be alone at 9 o'clock at night 
in Regent street, in London, where there 
is a continual stream of people and officers 
on every hand.” I would be safer tn the 
mining camp. 

The hardships are greatty exaggerated 
of the Klondike and Nome districts. Peo. 
ple who go ww these places try to make 
heroes and heroines of themseives. They 
sit in a warm cabin, by a roaring fire and

of your West End homes or a London pal- 
ace. I wintered there last winter and ex- 
pected to have done so this winter, had 
not business called me to London, and I 
suffered no hardships. In fact, I was com- 
fortable. Even the winters up there are 
not very severe. Of course, if you go out 
into a blizzard, then you suffer. The wind 
willl cut you to pieces, but so will you suf- 
fer in the states if you go into a blizzard. 
I did not suffer from the cold, and I 
dressed the same as I do in the states. I 
know an old couple, the man 70, his wife 
63, who think nothing of wintering in Nome 
and they are people who have been ac- 
customed to ease and luxury all their lives. 
Surely it is not so frightfully coid if they 
can stand it. 

Nome used to seem to be such a far-away 
place, filled with all sorts of frightful evils, 
but now business men from San Fraticisco, 
Seattle @nd other cities doing business in 
Nome, take their wives with them for pleas- 
ure trips. From June until October the 
weather is delightful. In July I have 
gathered immense bouquets of magnificent 
forget-me-nots. 

Nome is quite metropolitan now. It *has 
electric lights and a telephone service. I 
don’t know about your service here, but 
that at Nome is better than they have in 
Salt Lake. 

Nome is much cleaner than St. Louls. The 
expense of living up there is not so great 
now as it was a year ago. ‘The reports 
of the cost of living has always been 
greatly exaggerated. Of course, if you 
gamble, drink and waste, you can spend 
money like wildfire, but I don't do that. 

Had I remained in Nome this winter, my 
expense from November to June would have 
been about $360. I could have rented a 
log cabin, furnished, for seven months for 
$50. Three weeks before I left I could have 
purchased*hard coal at $22 per ton, and 
five tons would have carried me through 
nicely. That would have been $160 for rent 
and fuel, and $200 would supply me with an 
ample amount of good food. Fresh meat 
and vegetables are’ very expensive, cabbage 
and potatoes 30 cents per pound, fresh beef 
60 cents per pound. fresh veal and mutton, 


7 cents per pound. 
pork, beef, etc., may be bought at @ ceat, 
and chicken and @uck at SB cents per pound. 
Canned goods are much cheaper propertica- 
ately. 

The Wild Goose railroad. which ruse 
from Nome to Anvil City, is sew being 
extended as far as Dexter. This railway 
paid for itself the first year.

I like Nome. It is a rich country, and 
I am golng back just as soon as i ean 
adjust my business affairs tn London and 
the route opens. I expect the first steamer 
that enters Nome in the spring will take 
me as a passenger. I must be there te 
look after my property. 

People laugh at me when I say I over 
see all the work done on my claims, But 
if they had been up there as long as [I 
have and knew how people fall to de 
the work that they have been pald for, I 
think they too would go out and over- 
see the work. I know this much: ff they 
succeeded they would have to do or else 
do the work themselves.

was astounded when more than 40 of his 
race walked into the convention hall at the 
appointed hour and anewered, “here.” 

Believing that so great an outpourt., in- 
dicated a wholesome desire to bring about 
a better condition for negroes in the United 
States, Mr. Washington threw into the 
project that energy and intelligence char- 
acteristic of this foremost of the colored 
men of America. In another two years he 
had a thousand colored men in conference 
and of late years he has had as magpy as 
2000 together. 

As Booker Washington Is a practical 
man, #0 the Tuskegee Negro Conference 
has become a practical convention. It has

It is done with charts and fine threads and 


pins, , and not one traveler in a thousand knows how .it is done, though it 


has been i in use ever since railroads assumed big proportions and nothing better has 


ever been: found to replace it. 


The Sutiday Post-Dispatch has secured from the Missouri Pacific railroad a 


time table Chart in use on the road between St. Louis and Chamois, Mo., a dis- 
tance .. of 99.miles. Each thread upon it represents a train. Each right angle turn 
another thread represents passing another train. Each right’ angle turn 
represents a lay over to make a passing or a connection. The whole chart !s so 
ingeniously arranged that the train dispatcher may at any moment put his finger 
on any train running on. the Missouri Pacific between St. Louis and Chamois, and 
say, “It-is here.” ‘He knows because he has a thread on the chart representing 
that train, and if it is desired to know where the train is at 3:47 a. m. it is easily 
found qut. by finding where this particular train crosses the line indicating this 
hour of the day. The faster the train, the straighter the thread. This is neces- 
sarily ttte because a trend to the right Or left means the consumption of time. The 
thread running from St. Louis at 3 a. m. and going almost straight to the 5:25 
mark af Chamois represents the fastest train on the division. The two threads 
crossing in the center and making such heavy trends to the right and left repre- 


sent the local freights, the slowest trains on the division. 


HE. rafiroad time tables serving the 
T traveling public are only interesting 
when one is traveling. The time ta- 
bies serving the officials of the. road, par. 
ticularly .the division superintendent and 
the train dispatchers, are interesting 
whether one is traveling or not, because 
they are not at all like the printed cards 
and are ingeniously and quite wonderfully 
made, 

It ia a difficult matter to arrange anything 
indicating a schedule upon which a great 
many trains are operated over a single 
track. They run both ways. Some are 
fast, and others are slow. They must meet 
at points whefe the least possible time will 
be lost. ‘For instance, the fast train leav- 
ing St. Louis at 3 ‘¢lock a. m. must reach 
Chamois at &25 a. m. That is 99 miles in 
two ours and twenty-five minutes. It is 
fast running. There are freight and pas- 
senger trains along the way.

It begins 
oh the 12 o'clock (midnight) line and ends 
at St. Louls on the 3:15 a. m. line. What 
does that mean? Simply that a train 
leaves South Point for St. Louis at mid- 
night and reaches here at 3:15 a. m. What 
happens it on the way? It passes an out- 
going train at Labadie at 12:45 a. m. and 
another outgoing train at Tower Grove at 
3:0 a. m., this latter being the fast ex- 
press. Now, was South Point the starting 
point of the train leaving there at mid- 
night? Go to the other side of the chart. 
See where a thread runs off the chart on 
the South Point: line at midnight. It is 
easily seen that this is the same train. 
Following the thread, it leads to Chamois, 
touching the hour of 9 o'clock p. m. This 
signifies that the train left Chamois for 
St. Louls at that hour. When it réached 
Berger the thread turns sharply to the 
right and runs across 15 minutes of time 
as indicated by the time lines.

These charts are kept under lock and key 
in @ room in the division superintendent's 
office, and only the trainmaster, the chief 
train dispatcher and other trusted and 
trained officials are allowed to enter the 
room, which is regarded as sacred. 

The chart.is 12 feet long and ts 16 feet 
high. It looks like a map covered with 
an. indefinite number of various celored 
strings running in all directions and held 
in place by a large number of wooden 
pegs and large meta! pins.
